Georgia has more than $80,000,- 
000 dollars to be used as a cushion 
for workers against any future 
unemployment, figures in the 
State Labor Department show. 


Indications are that the cash on 
hand will reach even greater 
totals before any new, hard 
pinches come. The Associated 
Press, in dispatches from Wash- 
ington, quotes industrial and labor 
spokesmen as forecasting a con- 
tinued uptrend and a government 
spokesman predicting a possible 
“tight labor market” this winter. 

As of July 1, despite a record 
drain by the 1945-46 reconversion 
and demobilization period, Geor- 
gia had on deposit in the Social 
Security Board’s unemployment 
trust fund more than three times 
the total amount it has paid out 
since jobless insurance was _ in- 
augurated by it in 1937. 


Georgia’s deposit totalled * $81.- 
074,409.11. Since 1937, the State 
has collected $100,138,013.90 from 
employers, and ‘this has earned 
in interest paid by the Federal 
| Government of $9,242,271.20. The 
State has paid out in benefits 
$25,450,400.08 directly to jobless 
workers, and it has’ handéd over 
to the Railroad Retirement Board 
to be paid out in benefits, $2,- 
855,475.96. 


During the 1945-46 fiscal year,

Georgia paid out in benefits $8,-' 


605,752, as compared with $3, 
675,230 paid out during the last 
pre-war year of 1940-41. 


Georgia’s present deposit is one 
of the largest in the South. Flori- 
da has $60,895,482 on hand, and 
has paid out a total of $26,816.974. 
South Carolina has $41,738,860 on

“Phillips hasn’t impressed me 
much,” said the latest guberna- 
torial aspirant, “and Camp’s cam- 
paign seems to have _ died 
already.” Carruth thus confidently 
dismisses any possibility of seri- 
ous competition to date. 

The young Dallasite called Phil- 
lips’ across-the-State pilgrimage to 
help gather the Bartow County 
cotton crop merely “a publicity 
stunt.” 

“Speaking frankly and without 
bragging,” said he, “I think I have 
more of what it takes to be Gov- 
ernor than this Barry Phillips.” 

One of his chief advantages over 
Phillips, Carruth believes, is the 
fact that he’s a veteran. Carruth 
entered the Navy in May, 1945, 
and was discharged in July, 1946, 
after serving aboard ship in the 
Pacific nine months. 

“What,” he asks, “will Phillips 
know about the veterans’ outlook 
and problems in 1962, if he isn’t 
one himself?” 

Carruth, who was graduated 
from high school at the tender age 
of 16, studied for a year at Mt, 
Berry College. He plans to enter 
Middle Georgia College in Coch- 
ran for a pre-law course next 
month. Later he intends to trans- 
fer to the University of Georgia 
School of Law. 

“Phillips is going to study law 
at the University, too,” Carruth 
pointed out, “and so I’ll probably 
meet him over there. I’d like to 
talk to him and learn just what 
his ideas on government are. Yep, 
I really would like to talk to 
him.” 

Talking is one thing in which 
Carruth excels. 

“T learned in the Navy that you 
can get ’most anynthing by talk- 
~ he says. Carruth adds that 

smooth tongue is backed up by 
a good mind, and again empha- 
sizes that he’s not “bragging, just 
stating facts.” 

Carruth plans to start climbing 
the State’s politica) ladder by 
running for Ordinary of his own 
Paulding County when he has re- 
ceived his law degree. 

Then, he says; he'll run _ for 
State Representative. After several 
years in the Georgia Assembly, 
Carruth is confident that he’ll be 
ripe for the governorship. 

“T want to serve the people of 
this State and make a better Geor- 
gia,” he says in the vein of all 
politicians. 

“I know what you're thinking,” 
he continues, “They all say that, 
I know. But the difference is that 
I mean it.” 

“What are my chances?” Car- 
ruth repeated the question. “Why 
they’re perfect. Ill carry every 
‘county in the State. Well . 
maybe Phillips will take Lowndes 
County, Valdosta’s county seat— 
but Ill carry all the others.”

Far from being curtailed, work on the network of dams 
and.reservoirs which will transform one-sixth of the nation’s 
land surface is picking up speed. 

The reason is Brig. Gen. Lewis A. Pick, 56-year-old builder 
of the China-Burma-India theater’s famed Ledo Road. Here 


is what happened: 

On May 3, President Truman 
signed the appropriation bill 
granting $39,000,000 for Army en- 
gineer work in the basin this fis- 
cal year. 

Gen. Pick, in charge of plans 
to build 105 reservoirs and dams 
on the Missouri and its tributaries, 
went to work. By late July the 
gray-haired Missouri River divi- 
sion engineer could announce that 
virtually all the money had been 
“obligated” and contracts let. 
Work is under way on all the 
projects to be undertaken this 
year. 

On Aug. 3—only a few days 
later—came the President’s spend- 
ing moratorium which ordered, in 
effect, that no new public con- 
tracts could be let. 

But Gen. Pick already had let 
his contracts. Apparently—the-:en- 
gineers aren’t positive of this— 
there will be no canceling or cur- 
tailing of contracts already signed. 

Gen. Pick’s coworkers are proud 
of the “Old Man” but the Gen- 
eral wants it understood that he 
had no premonition of the econ- 
omy drive. He was just working 
with his accustomed energy.

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Federation 
Delays Strike 
Set for Laundry 


A proposed strike of workers 
at the Parker’s Sno-White Laun- 
dry here has been postponed at 
the request of the Atlanta Federa- 
tion of Trades, comprising all 
A. F. of L. unions in Atlanta. 
The Federation made the request 
through its president, Henry W. 
Chandler, in order to give the 
newly-formed industrial relations 
committee of the Chamber of 
Commerce an opportunity to 
mediate the dispute. 

FE. L. Abercrombie, Southern 
representative of the Laundry 
Workers’ International Union, in 
a prepared statement, said yes- 
terday: 

“Our organization has always 
stood ready to cooperate with any 
group seeking to encourage in- 
€ustrial peace, Our dispute with 
Parker's Sno-White Laundry is 
not one concerning wages, hours 
and. conditions. We represent a 
maiority of the workers in the 
plant and have asked the manage- 
ment to meet with us for col- 
lective bargaining. .This the man- 
agement has refused to do. In 
this enlightened age, it seems ab- 
surd that any representative of 
management could burden the 
public with a strike to gratify his 
personal dislike for collective bar- 
gaining. Yet, the only issue in- 
volved in this dispute is the re- 
fusal of the management to en- 
gage in collective bargaining with 
the union of its employes’ choice. 

“To avoid what happened dur- 
ing the last laundry strike, when 
customers lost several thousand 
dollars worth of clothes being 
processed, we feel we owe it to 
the public to advise it that we 
will not be responsible for any 
work stoppage.” 

Besides the Launry. Workers 
Union 218, the Sales Drivers and 
Helpers Local 859 is concerned 
in the dispute. The strike was 
echeduled to begin last Thursday..

Mrs. Martin welcomed the har- 
ried couple. Their visit began the 
ion of the “hospital rooming 
house” at 530 Capitol Avenue, 
which has grown in 27 years from 
one small home to. five guest 
houses, filled to overflowing with 
distressed families of hospital pa- 
tients. 

People from all over the South 
know Mrs. Fred F. Martin. The 
Holsoms, from Marianna, Fla.; the 
Bassetts, Greenville, S. C., the 
Haralsons, of Birmingham, the 
Breens from Jesup, all remember 
her rooming house in a never-to- 
be-forgotten way. 

GUESTS REMEMBER HER 

They remember the moments 
when they sat by her windows 
looking across the street toward 
the hospital where some member 
of their family hovered in the 
depths of grievous illness. They 
remember most of the comforting 
understanding from their unusual 
hostess. 

Mrs. Martin, originally from 
Ellenwood, loves running her kind 
of rooming house. “It’s just my 

U0 * she says. “The best 
people in the world stay here.” 
She believes that her place differs 
from the usual rooming house or 
tourist home in that she only sees 
the best side of people, because 
as she says, “people act best when 
they are watching by the bedside 
of someone sick. And they are so 
grateful for everything you do for 
them.” 

She says that the way she can 
tell when their patients are better 
is by reading the way their faces 
ight up and start to smile when 
progress has begun. “The relaxed 
expression on the faces of the rela- 
tives is a kind of chart of the pa- 
tients’ condition,” declares this 
warm-hearted big woman, whose 
conversation is naturally 
sprinkled by now with hospital 
vocabulary. 

THE ‘BIGGEST SMILE’ 
the biggest smile comes 
when the patient is ready to go 
home. I know when the family 
comes in with a beaming expres- 
sion that they have come to settle 
their bills with me.” 
She takes a thorough interest in 
he welfare of her guests’ Ppa- 
ents, and usually knows in short 
ier what is wrong with each 
satient.

Atlanta Still Enjoys 
Its Double A Rating 


Atlanta’s double “A” financial rating will be continued by the 
Moody Investors’ Service, recognized authority on the value of all 
'bond and stock issues, Mayor Hartsfield reported from New York 
yesterday. 

The Mayor, City Comptroller B. Graham West, and Ald. Ed A. 
Gilliam, Chairman of City Council’s Finance Committee, are in the 
financial capital of America for the purpose of protecting Atlanta’s 
rating in anticipation of the sale aed 
of the $20,400,000 bond issue, au- 
thorized Aug. 14 for municipal im- 
provements, and Hartsfield has re- 
ported that the effort has been 
completely successful. 


By telephone yesterday, he said 
Atlanta will continue to hold one 
of the best financial ratings of 


any city in the United States, and 
that a good price for the bonds 
ig thus assured. 


The “AA” rating by the Moody 
Institute is the second highest 


rating given in financing circles. 
There is only one other possible 
higher rating and that is the 
‘triple “A” rating reserved for 
‘some few states and cities where 
financing methods are regarded 
as even more stringent than in 
Atlanta. 


Hartsfield said Moody Service 
officials praised Atlanta’s financial 
stability and the manner'in which 
West has managed its fiscal af- 


fairs. They said that even before 
the Atlanta party arrived, they 
had decided to continue Atlanta’s 
double “A” rating because of the 
fine record and the sound financial 
operations evidenced by the West 
reports. 


City administration leaders in- 
cluding Hartsfield had feared that 
'the fact that scores of other mu- 
nicipalities are issuing improve- 
ment bonds might react to the det- 
riment of Atlanta’s rating, and 
that the relaxation of Georgia’s 
former strict bond laws might 
have a bearing on their value. 
The assurance given Hartsfield 
and other members of the party 
have completely dispelled any for- 
mer apprehension in this respect. 

The party will leave New York 
today for Washington where Harts- 
field wil] testify before the Civil 
Aeronautics Board tomorrow and 
Tuesday urging the board to rec- 
oginze Atlanta’s claim to air serv- 
ice directly into Caribbean and 
Latin-American areas.

Boys’ Estate, a new community 
designed to overcome some of the 
major problems of juvenile delin- 
quency, comes into exjstence to- 
day on Santo Domingo Island, 
near Brunswick. 

Here, on this day, 15 homeless 
boys, all between the ages of eight 
and 17 years, are entering into 
their new destiny and are becom- 
ing the first citizens of this new 
“city-republic,” the first adventure 
of its kind in Georgia and one 
of the few in all America. 

Boys’ Estate takes as its model 
Father Flanagan’s celebrated and 
highly successful experiment in 
character-building at Boys Town, 
Neb. It is an adventure that has 
already enlisted the support of 
Brunswick and Glynn County and 
those who sponsor it are now start- 
ing a campaign to interest all the 
people of Georgia in it. 

300 APPLICATIONS 

The trustees of Boys’ Estate 
have chosen these first 15 “citi- 
zens” of the community from 
among more than 100 applications 
from homeless boys all over the 
State. .Since that time, the list 
of applicants has approached the 
300 mark. And the juvenile delin- 
quents, those already in conflict 
with court and society, are not 
even yet heard from! 

Santo Domingo Island was for- 
merly a State park, a spot of his- 
toric moment in 
Georgia. But last year the Legis- 
lature turned it over to Boys’ Es- 
tate as its contribution to this 
great adventure in character-build- 
ing. And the 15 boys who are to- 
day taking up their duties as citi- 
zens of this new self-governing 
community vow the State of Geor- 
gia shall never regret its generous 
gesture. 

When the State turned over the 
island to Boys’ Estate, it contained 
already one building. a structure 
in old Spanish Mission style later

FUND DRIVE LAUNCHED 

In order to raise funds to pay 
the expenses of Boys’ Estate for 
the first year, the Trifistees of 
Boys’ Estate, all citizens of Bruns- 
wick and Glynn Count®% are be- 
ginning this week a State-wide 
campaign for $75,000. This sum 
will not only pay all expenses but 
will leave enough over for a small 
amount of new building. Much 
new building is on the program, 
but the Trustees wish to assure 
the success of the experiment for 
the first year. 

Boys’ Estate is the brain-child of 
J. Ardell Nation, a young man of 
Brunswick, who in 1937 started 
the Brunswick Boys’ Club and, by 
so doing, practically cleaned up 
the Glynn County juvenile delin- 
quency problem, 

That club now has a member- 


ship of more than 600, owns its 


building, runs a workshop, a can- 
teen and a gymnasium and other 
features that interest boys and 
keep them at work along construc- 
tive lines. With that record be- 
hind him, Nation had a broader 
vision—and Boys’ Estate, designed 
to help all the homeless boys and 
boy delinquents in Georgia, is the 
result. 

STATE-WIDE BOARD 

Nation is the Chairman of a 
Board of 1#Managing Trustees, all 
residents of ~Glynn County. In 
addition, there is now in process 
of creation a State-wide Board of 
Advisory Trustees. James V, Car- 
michael, of Marietta, has accepted 
the chairmanship of this board. 
One of the main jobs of the Ad- 
visory Trustees will be to inves- 
tigate boys who are applicants for 
into Boys’ Estate and 
to make recommendations of those 
applications. In that way, Boys’ 
Estate expects people in all parts 
of the State to become personally 
interested in the personnel of the 
community and hence in the work 
that it accomplishes. 

Boys’ Estate, the Trustees in- 
sist, is definitely not a prison or 
a reformatory. There will be, 
they say, no legal restrictions ei- 
ther upon admission or upon resi- 
dence there. All juvenile delin- 
quents sent there must go volun- 
tarily and under no circumstances 
will Boys’ Estate receive parolees 
or probatianers. 

In Atlanta yesterday, Jaxon O. 
Hice, Acting Field Agent for Boys’ 
Estate, Said: 

“We cannot operate this com- 
munity as a free society and at 
the same time have its members 
under any kind of legal restric: | 
tions or legal restraints. There-| 
fore, before we will receive cases. 
involving juvenile delinquency, | 
both police and courts must sur- 
render their jurisdiction. Then 
Boys’ Estate will take up the job 
of character-building and _ the

The first 
of them fis Mrs. Alma Elizabeth 
Shelton, formerly of the Boys 
Club in Atlanta. She is now on 
the job at Boys’ Estate. 

In addition to the 17 dormitories, 
the bank and the general store, 
the plan for the community in- 
cludes a post office, an infirmary 
and a chapel. Eventually, there 
will be a special educational 
building, which will house a 
school of agriculture. 

Boys’ Estate, its sponsors insist, 
is not an institution in any sense 
of the word. It is a product of 
the free mind and its advantages 
will be entirely free to all the 
boys fortunate enough to obtain 
admission there. 

While the sponsors of Boys’ Es- 
tate will at a later date undertake 
to wade into the problems of juve. 
nile delinquency, they insist that 
they much prefer to take charge 
of the boys before they have 
reached the stage of juvenile delin- 
quency. That is why they are 
now seeking to build a_ strong 
State-wide Board of Advisory 
Trustees. 

PLAN EARLY ACTION 

Such trustees, they feel, will 
hear about such cases early... 
and will take steps to relieve the 
situation before it is too late. In 
this regard, Boys’ Estate especially 
seeks the aid of public welfare 
agencies, churches and other or- 
ganizations which have facilities 
for hearing about such Cages. 

“This is training in democracy 
and community lifef’ said Hice. 
“We will make the effort to train 
each boy according to his own 
ability. Later on, we hope to be 
able to provide scholarships for 
boys who wish to carry on their 
education elsewhere. But right 
now we're busy getting.a start 
on one of the most important 
projects anyone ever started in 
Georgia.”

Continued From First Page 
summoned reporters to his office.; 
He appeared in good humor. 

Standing behind his desk, Mr.; 
Truman then read his explana- 
tory statement. No questions were 
permitted, inasmuch as it was not 
a regular news conference. 

In what has since been de- 
scribed as his “two-worlds” speech, 
Wallace warned against a get- 
tough policy with Russia, saying 
“the tougher we get, the tougher 
the Russians will get.” He also 
attacked British imperialistic pol- 
icy. 

And he said the United States 
“had no more business in the po- 
litical affairs of Eastern Europe 
than Russia has in the political 
affairs of Latin Americans, West- 
ern Europe.and the United States.” 

This was construed as a contra- 
diction of U. S. foreign policy as 
followed by Byrnes at the Paris 
peace conference and in his Stutt- 
gart speech last week which 
he outlined a firm policy toward 
Russia. 

COUNTERS BYRNES 

Wallace’s speech also was view: 
ed as espousing American and Rus- 
sian spheres of influence, which 
have been opposed by Byrnes and, 
before him, by then Secretary of 
State Hull. 

In his address, Wallace had 
stressed the point that his speech 
had the approval of Mr. Truman— 
approval of content which the 
President disavowed today. 

Wallace had said in his speech: 

“T want one thing clearly under- 
stood—I am neither anti-British 
nor pro-British, neither anti-Rus- 
sian nor pro-Russian, And just-two 
days ago (last Tuesday) when 
President Truman read «these 
words, he said that they represent- 
ed the policy of his administra- 
tion.” 

Those words in Wallace’s pre- 
pared text had prompted reporters 
to ask Mr. Truman Thursday af- 
ternoon—about four hours before 
Wallace delivered his speech— 
whether the presidential approval 
which Wallace mentioned referred 
only to that one paragraph or to 
the entire speech. 

Mr. Truman replied then that 
he had read the whole speech and 
approved it all. He said it did not 
conflict with U. S. foreign policy 
as stated by Byrnes. 

CALLED CONTRADICTION 

But the instant reaction to Wal- 
lace’s speech—official and unoffi- 
cial; domestic and international— 
was that a number of Wallace’s 
views directly contradicted Ameri- 
can policy as set forth by Byrnes. 

Mr. Truman’s apparent indorse- 
ment of the content of Wallace’s 
speech astonished diplomats at the 
Paris Peace Conference and cre- 
ated a crisis in the U. S. delega- 
tion. Vandenberg flatly warned 
that bi-partisan support of U. S 
foreign policy was threatened. 

London had reacted angrily to 
Wallace’s speech and Mr. Truman’s 
approval. The British press sarcas- 
tically charged that VU. S. foreign 
policy still was “in the hillbilly 
stage.” : 

A British foreign office spokes- 
man. in a cautious choice of dip- 
lomatic phraseology that cloaked 
British indignation and astonish- 
ment—said the government 
viewed Mr. Truman’s indorsement 
of Wallace’s views “with a meas- 
ure or surprise and regret.” 
GLEE IN RUSSIA? 

There was no official Russian 
reaction, but one American official 
at the Paris peace conference said 
the morning after Wallace’s speech 
that there doubtless was glee in 
every Russian embassy. 

At least two Republican sena- 
tors found Mr. Truman’s explan- 
ation wanting. Ae 

Sen. Taft, Republican, Ohio, 
said: |

The heart—in fact, a piece of heart, “strains of cells from 
heart tissue’—was kept alive by being bathed in chemica!

When I read Secretary Byrnes’ 
speech, it occurred to me that it 
might be a good thing to try to 
take the speech, with all its argu: 
ments and illustrations, as if I 
were an Asiatic. Here is a speech 
that makes a strong appeal to or- 
dinary, decent Americans who 
would like to see fair deal all 
around and a fresh start. Is the 
speech likely to make the same 
appeal to people in Asia? Here are 
a few points: 

1. Secretary Byrnes says that 
“neace and well-being are indivisi- 
ble, and our press and well-being 
cannot be purchased at the price 
of peace or the wel}being of any 
other country.” 

2. Secretary Byrnes says that 
the Potsdam Agreement “was in- 
tended to prevent establishment of 


a strong central government domi- 
nating the German people instead 


of being responsible to their dem- 
ocratic will.” 

3. Secretary Byrnes says that 
we “will continue to support the 
measure to de-Nazify 
and demilitarize Germany, but it 


‘does not follow that large armies 
‘of alien soldiers or alien bureau- 


crats, however well motivated and 
disciplined, are, in the long run, 
the most reliable guardians of an- 
other country’s democracy.” 

4. Secretary Byrnes says that 
“we do not want Germany to be- 
come the satellite of any power or 
to liv@ under a dictatorship, for- 
eign or domestic.” 

These four points—and there 
are some others, which I have 
not quoted—may have a very odd 
and unintended effect in Asia.

So we do not believe that the 
best guardians of another coun- 
try’s democracy are alien soldiers 
or alien bureaucrats, however well 
motivated or disciplined? Not only 
the Japanese, but General Mac- 
Arthur, should find that a tough 
one to figure out. 

So we do not want Germany to 
become the satellite of any power 
or to live under a dictatorship, 
foreign or domestic? Well, a lot 
of very interesting things have 
been happening in the Philippines; 
but of course that’s a long, in- 
volved story. 

It has more than once been 
pointed out that one weakness of 
our State Department is that its 
experts on countries in Asia are 
overshadowed by the influential 
experts dealing directly with the 
European countries which have 
imperval and economic interests 
in Asia. We try to bypass the 
question of Siamese territory 
grabbed by France in outright 
old-fashioned imperialism, because 
we do not want to offend France. 
We shift uneasily from one foot 
to the other in the case of Pales- 
tine because we have a tender 
regard for the British lifeline— 
not for people in Asia but for a 
lifeline of empire. 

It seems high time to make it 
a practice to have important 
speeches on Europe checked over 
by experts on Asia, before we pull 
any more boners. The pith of our 
recent policy has been the inten- 
tion to “stop Russia.” But in Asia 
the upshot is likely to be—as it 
was at the end of the last war, 
when every imperialist nation was 
also an anti-Russian nation—to 
persuade more and more people 
in Asia that their best hope for 
their own freedom is to help the 
Russians to keep up the pressure.

SAD STORY BEHIND 


ALL FORSAKEN DOGS 


FindsGood Homes 
For Orphan Pups 


By PAUL JONES. 

Little David Gamadanis’ eyes 
danced with joy as he ran up to 
the kennels at the Humane So- 
ciety’s home for the’ orphaned 
pooch yesterday. 

“I wanna dog,” he began, look- 
ing over the assortment of puppies 
which ‘included Scotties, Boston 
terriers and just plain dogs. ... 
“I want that white one there.,. 
the one with the black spots,” he 
told L. J. Sigers, the keeper of the 
kennels. . 

“My daddy said I could have 
one and I come to get him,” he 
said reassuringly. 

The case history of the pup said 
that he was turned over to the 
Humane Society when a huffy 
landlord informed its original mas- 
ter that he couldn’t bring the dog 


into the new apartment he had 
just rented. 

“Let’s see, Sonny,” Sigers began. 
“If that’s the type dog for you. 
If he ‘takes’ to you you can have 

im.” 

“A minute later the little spotted 
pup had planted an affectionate 
kiss on little David’s right ‘cheek 
and Sigers, who had seen a thou- 
sand little dramas like this unfold 
at the kennels, couldn’t hide his 
sentiments. “Okay, Sonny, you can 
have him. He loves you, all right.” 

Scenes like this are common- 
place at the kennels, where each 
week more than 50 dogs are 
united with their new masters, 
and the stories behind them would 
bring tears into the eyes of the 
meanest man in town. 

Little stories about children and 
dogs and about the other folks 
who are forced to give up their 
pets because of the housing short- 
age or other reasons are enacted 
here every day, and then there are 
other stories about people who 
would mistreat the animals—sto- 
ries about people who want to cap- 
italize on the fancy breeds for 
mating purposes or resale. But 
these are few and far between and 
Sigers says he “can look right 
through a man and tell whether 
he loves dogs or not.” 

“T have turned down hundreds 
of people who came out here and 
cursed the dogs,” Sigers said. “I 
love all dogs, and when there’s 
any doubt in my mind about a 
new owner, I always make it a 
point to check back»in a week or 
two to see if the dog is being pro- 
vided a good home. If it’s not, I 
immediately take it back.”

(Editor’s Note: This is the third of a series of 
articles written by Johnny Bradberry on prospects 
of Southeastern Conference football teams this 
season.

TUSCALOOSA, Ala., Sept. 14—Well, it’s true. 

It was hard to believe all those stories about Ala- 

bama. But after looking at the Crimson Tide with 

our own eyes, we’re just another ’Bama fan. 

The Tide is fast, its big enough. It can do 
And it’s plenty deep in every position. As an example, 
Mancha. the All-American center, was hurt and not 
even dressed for the scrimmage. Nobody seemed worried. There 
are three other centers around, including Joe Gambrell, who has 
had the misfortune of playing behind Joe Domnanovich and Mancha 
for three years. 

They say he could make every other first team in the 
Conference. "Bama had three right halfbacks hurt. The club 
didn’t seem to be any weaker with the fourth-stringer in 
there.

Veterans who have been receiving unemployment readjustment 
lowances for at least 20 weeks will be questioned shortly on their 


efforts to obiain emp 
yesterday. 

The questions, contained in 
written questionnaire, will be 
handed to veterans as they pre- 
sent for their weekly 
checks of $20 and failure to an- 
sver will cause the veteran to 
forfeit his claim. The question- 
naire is recuired by the Veterans 
Administration, 

As the Labor Department pro- 
ceeded with this plan to help 
prune veterans who are drawing 
adjustment allowances, when they 
could find work, Labor Commis- 
sioner Ben T. Huiet called upon 
Georgia employers to list jobs 
‘with the United States Employ- 
ment Service. 

If employers would list jobs 
with the Employment Service, the 
list of veterans could be reduced 
substantially, he declared. 
WOULD SIMPLIFY JOB 

Huiet explained that if all jobs 
were listed, the problem of find- 
ing jobs for veterans and the task 
of cutting off their allowances if 
they refuse suitable work would 
be simplified. 

Veterans who are unable to find 
Suitable jobs are permitted to 
Graw allowances of $20 a week 
for a maximum of 52 weeks, de- 
pending upon their length of 
service in the Armed Forces. 
However, if they refuse a job suit- 
able to their experience and train- 
ing or decline to see an employer 
about a recommended job, they 
can be dropped from the rolls. 

Of the 34,000 veterans receiv- 
ing payments in Georgia, 85 per- 
cent are white, Labor Department 
officials said. The Atlanta area 
contains the greatest number of 
veterans receiving readjustment 
allowances with 5,500 listed. Of 
this number, 4,460 or 80 percent

N. Y.'s Dull Summer Season 
Lifted by Monteux's Baton 


Summer months in New York offer little in the way of good 
music outside the open-air concerts at the Lewisohn Stadium. 

It was our good fortune to arrive there during a week that offered 
the perfect combination of full moon over Manhattan and Pierre 
Monteux, eminent French conductor, as podium-guest with the sta- 


dium orchestra. , 

Monteux, who has done an out- 
standing job on the West Coast 
during the past decade in raising 
the San Francisco Symphony from 
its former low estate to a high 
ranking place among the leading 
orchestras of the country, will 
tour the East next spring with the 
finished product of his “brain, 
heart and hand” and play a one- 
night stand in Atlanta, April 3, 
on the new Pop Concert series. 

Predecessor to Koussevitsky as 
conductor of the Boston Sym- 
phony Orchestra, he enjoys an 
enviable prestige among contem- 
porary batonists as a foremost in- 
terpreter of the French school and 
exponent par excellence of the 
major works of Stravinsky. Kindly 
and genial of mien and manner, 
persuasive, yet forceful in action, 
he controls his players with the 
quiet authority of one who knows 
and gets exactly what he wants. 
LARGE AUDIENCE 

A full 20,000 listeners crowded 
the vast arena to hear him con- 
duct an all-Russian program with 
William Kapell as soloist, play- 
ing Rachmaninoff’s ‘surging C 
minor Concerto, currently “at 
the top of the totem pole.” It was 
a scintillating performnace, but 
conspicuously lacking in the inner 
ardor and tonal effulgence that 
the gorgeous score demands. 

Monteux was enthusiastically 
applauded in brilliant readings of 
Stravinsky’s ‘‘Petrouchka” music 
and Tschaikowski’s Fourth Sym- 
phony. 

We heard a richly satisfying 
studio performance of aforesaid 
concerto played with impassioned 
verve and emotional warmth by 
Constance Keene, a winner of the 
Naumburg Foundation award, and 
rarely gifted young pupil of Lotte 
Mills Hough and Abram Chasins. 
Miss Keene won fresh laurels 
last season by substituting on an 
hour’s notice for Horowitz in 
Springfield, Mass. 

Two ambitious young Atlantans 
who are making their presence 


Burton and Loy Wilkerson, who 
left Atlanta three years ago. 

Eldin Burton, as previously re- 
ported in this column, received his 
diploma in composition from the 
Juilliard Graduate School in May 
and his “Quintet for Piano and 
Strings” was broadcast July 25 
over the New York Times Radio 
Station, WQXR, by the station’s 
string quartet and Leonid Ham- 
bro, pianist. 

Mr. Burton invited us to hear 
a recording of the broadcast and 
we take pleasure in reporting that 
it marks him as a composer of 
taste, intelligence and genuine 
creative power. 

FOUR MOVEMENTS 

The Quintet comprises four 
well diversified movements 
Andante energico, Allegro ma non 
troppo; Allegro Vivace; Larghetto; 
Allegro, ma non troppo Vivace. 
It has form, logic, direction and 
fine musical drive. It pleases at 
first hearing and invites many 
repetitions. 

We also heard a recording of 
Burton’s “Sonatina for Violin and 
Piano,” a distintcly modern work 
which James de la Fuente 
premiered in recital at Hendrix 
College, Canway, Ark., and a 
captivating “Sonatina for Flute 
and Piano,” in which -he explored 
the resources of the flute as solo 
instrument with signal success. 

With Loy Wilkerson music’ is of 
necessity an avocation. He majors 
in merchandising with Sachs, 
Fifth Avenue, super-paradise for 
shoppers, where he had the dis- 
tinction this Summer of being ap- 
pointed acting superintendent on 
the main floor. In his leisure time 
he pursues his organ studies at 
the Guilmant Organ School under 
Viola Lang, and has substituted 
at various times at the First 
Methodist Church of Brooklyn 
and First Lutheran Church af 
Hempstead, L. I. 

And lastly, we witnessed one of 
the extraordinary folk-dance eve 
nings sponsored by Pepsi-Cola 
Company and held within a vast 
concrete arena overlooking the 
Hudson on Riverside Drive. The

Due to the vision and dynamic planning of Henry Sopkin and the 


dauntless determination of the 


Youth Symphony Guild, 


Atlanta, 


despite the inexplicable apathy of the public at large, is destined to 
take its place among those progressive and forward-looking cities of 
the county, which have long since realized the educational and cu!- 
tural value of.a civic symphony orchestra and the- importance of 
giving it their financial and whole-hearted support. 


Last season Henry Sopkin gave, 


ample and amazing proof of his 
ability to weld a group of ama 
teur instrumentalists, for the most 
part only guperficially§ trained, 
into an ensemble that was able to 
present at the Municipal Audito- 
rium, a series of programs of high 
caliber equaling and even surpass- 
ing in precision and style of per 
formance the work of many a pro- 
fessional organization that we 
have heard. 
MUSIC CAMP PROJECTS 

Realizing that there can be no 
progressive and long-range attain 
ment with amateurs unless more 
technical skill is supplemented by 
sound theoretical training and all- 
around musicianship, Henry Sop- 
kin initiated a miniature Inter- 
lochen Music Camp project at 
O’Keefe High Schodl during the 
past Summer for the express pur- 
po@e of supplying that need. 

The experiment was highly suc- 


cessful and brought gratifying re- 


sults. Reviewed briefly, 78 stu- 
dents attended the eight-week ses- 
sion, the majority of whom were 
orchestra members. 

In order to’ build interest and 
enthusiasm for the new venture, 
each applicant was assessed the 
infinitesimal fee of $1 for the en- 
tire course, the actual overhead 
being otherwise provided. 


There were daily classes for in- —— 


strumental work, rehearsals for 
full orchestra and sectional groups, 
and ensemble classes in sight 
reading and ‘music appreciation for 


ments. Also a class for solo reper- 
toire, its object being to develop 
confidencé and poise in public 
playing. 

Helen Brooks, an accomplished 
violinist and newcomer to Atlanta, 


who received her training in Ch 
cago, Detroit and at the Juilliard 
School of New York, taught the 
classes in violin; Owen Seitz. band 
and orchestra director at Boys 
High, was instructor of woodwinds 
and brasses; William E. Arnaud, 
organist and compaser, headed the 
harmony classes of nearly 40 
members each, while Henry Sop 
kin rehearsed the orchestra and 
the ensemble groups. 

In a summing up, 
kin gave out some impressive 
statements. “In the ensemble 
classes,” he said, “we read about 
900 compositions for every possi- 
ble combination of instruments. 
They include such classics as 
Bach’s Cantatas for Strings and 
the Concerti Grossi of Vivaldi, 
Corelli and dthers. I was also 
able to do valuable spade work 
with the orchestra in breaking 
ground for next season's concerts.” 

Plans for the coming season 
point to a widely-expanded pro- 
gram. “There will be seven con- 
certs,” he says, “instead of four, 
with two children’s _ programs 
scheduled for Wednesday, Oct. 
23, at 1 and 3 p. m., in order to 
accommodate the thousands of 
school children who had to be re- 
fused last year. Our eventual

WOUNDED 3 TIMES, ANSWERS OWN QUERY 
Ex-Otficer's Many Close Shaves 
Lead Him To Study for Ministry 


By DANIEL BAILEY. 


The Cleo W. Buxton of today is 
a gentle, soft-spoken man. His 
eyes are warm and friendly. His 
broad smile flashes quickly and 
easily. He is studying for the min- 
istry at the Theological Seminary 
of Princeton University, where he 
also manages the Glee Club. 


- The Cleo W. Buxton of yester- 
“day was different. He was a roar- 
ing. fierce, fire-breathing Army 
lieutenant who led a wild platoon 
of 27 “heathen infantrymen” in 
the third crossing of Italy’s Vol- 
turno River in November, 1943, 
and broke the Germans’ first Win- 
ter lines—whose scouts were the 
first to enter Cassino, who led his 
platoon for fighting behind Ger- 
man lines at the Anzio beachhead 
when only seven men came back. 


He was wounded three different 
times, in the cheek when a piece 
of shrapnel tried to take out his 
jaw teeth, in the chest in the re- 
gion of his heart when a shrapnel 
ripped off his binoculars, tore 
through his pocketbook and Testa- 
ment and slashed open his arm, 
in the calf of his leg. 


MEMBER OF 34TH 


He was a member of the famous 
Thirty-Fourth Infantry Division, 
which is recognized as having seen 
more days in action than any other 
Army infantry division. His regi- 
ment was the 133d, and he was the 
last officer of its original group— 
all the others were dead or hos- 
pitalized. 

Before the war Buxton went to 
church pretty often. But his mind 
wasn’t on religion as much<as it 
was on farming. He had been 
graduated from Michigan State 
College with that goal in front of 
him when war came and he en- 
listed. 


He was still thinking about being 


2 first-class farmer when ‘he and 
his platoon tried crossing the Vol- 
turno River two months after the 
landing at Salerno. 

Then he began 
God. 


“SOMETHING ELSE” 


He began believing there was 
Something Else on the icy battle- 
fields than men and-machines try- 
ing to destroy each other. And that 
Something Else had a message, a 
meaning for him. 

After crossing the Volturno the 

mericans moved toward Cassino. 

fivhting was heavier and 
re bitter than before. The Ger- 
rrans were stiffening fiercely. In- 
telligence was needed by the 
Americans as to the enemy's de 
nses, and one bleak afternoon 
xton hurled his six-foot, 200- 
nd frame over a stone wall to 
nture veral Germans in front 
ofa farm house.

In fighting near the téwn of 
Lanuyig, the Germans counterat- 
tacked one morning and threw the 
American lines back almost in 
rout, Buxton. and a buddy stuck 
their heads out of a shell hole for 
a look.

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Eugene Talmadge 
Pinch-Hits Today 


(Editor’s Note: Ralph McGill is on vacation. 
His column today was written by Eugene Tal- 
madge, Governor-nominate.) 


On the 22d day of August, I left Atlanta, Georgia, at 2 o’clock 
in the morning for Mexico City, in Old Mexico. We went by a four- 
motored plane to Brownsville, Texas. I did a good deal of looking 
out the window after sunrise. The part of Texas I flew over looked 
quite different from Georgia. In the semi-arid country, I saw 
streaks of white sand which I was told were rivers, but had dried 
up. The Rio Grande did not look as large as the Oconee where I 
crossed. ’ 

We flew on to Mexico City. In looking out the window, I could 
see the snow-capped mountains about 100 miles south of Browns- 
ville, Texas. Just before getting off the plane at Mexico City, I 
inquired as to the size of the city. I was surprised when they told 
me it had over 2,000,000 people. We arrived at Mexico City about 
3 o’clock p. m. We drove from the airport to the hotel and was I 
scared. They have no traffic rules in Mexico City, the first one 
getting to the corner—all right. However, I saw less bent fenders 
than here in Atlanta. Pedestrians have no right-of-way on the 
streets. When they cross the streets, they must run. Old ladies 
get about hurriedly and old men, too, when they cross the streets. 
One member of our party made a clever remark. He said he had 
read in the Bible about the “quick and the dead,” and he had at 
last seen it. If not quick in Mexico City, you were dead. 

n my trip over, I met Louis Wagoner, who attended college 
at Auburn, Ala. Mr. Wagoner lives in Mexico City. His father was 
in the textile mill business. He could speak English and Spanish 
very fluently and offered his company and Packard car to carry 
us anywhere in the city. This was certainly a treat. 

The next day after we arrived, we called Mr. Wagoner and 
went out about 15 miles from the city to see the canals with the 
canoes bedecked with flowers. The canoes were paddled along 
with oars and they would take you for a ride for one peso, or about 
20 cents in American money. While riding along, other canoes would 
paddle up alongside us and the troubadours would serenade us. 
Others would sell us flowers and trinkets. The canoes were paddled 
and the selling conducted by full-blooded Aztec Indians, usually 
the old man, his wife and children down to 4 and 5 years old. It 
was nice, with plenty of green around us, and off in the distance, 
the snow-capped mountains. The weather was just about like we 
have here in Atlanta in the middle of October, just right for the 
ladies to show off their fur coats the year around. I noticed the 
men wore suits about like our fall clothes. In this particular sec- 
tion, I noticed they planted corn about like we would plant sor- 
ghum cane, in about three-foot rows with a good ear to every stalk. 
Upon inquiry, they told us they got two crops per year and some- 
times three crops. One member of our party got out of the car and 
pulled an ear of corn, The ears were about roasting ear stage and 
were good-sized ears. I observed several hills of corn with four 
stalks of corn to each hill and good ears on every stalk. The hills 
were just a good width apart. All the labor was being done by 
Aztec Indians. 

The next day, our friend, Mr. Wagoner, drove us to Puebla, 60 
miles from Mexico City. In this section, the people wesze practically 
all full-blooded Aztec Indians. We could see them busy, working 
in the field, grazing their cattle, sheep, donkeys, goats and turkeys. 
I saw one man busy’ grazing five turkey gobblers. He kept them 
herded close togtther with a whip. This seemed to be his daily 
occupation. Then you would see another man, his wife and one 
or two children grazing two or three goats, two or three cows, or 
two or three donkeys. They would be accompanied by a dog. I saw 
no fences. The cattle ran loose and were guarded. 

Walls But did I see plenty of walls? Every little house was 
surrounded by a wall about three feet thick and about 
eight feet high, and if they happened to be prosperous, there was 
a great, high iron fence on top of the wall. Building of walls has 
required a lot of labor, time and money in Mexico. I think they 
would be better off by building less walls and more fences. 

We passed by a church in one Indian village where they were 
having their annual dance. We stopped and the road patrolman 
told us they would see the Indians about letting us visit the church 
and watch them dance. The Indians seemed honored and put on 
a dance for our entertainment. A few of the Indians spoke broken 
English. I was informed that at that time every year, they met and 
danced around that church for one week. A little farther from 
that Indian celebration, we reached Cholula, a city about the size 
of Jonesboro, but it had 365 churches within sight of each other. 
They are all Catholic. I asked why they had so many churches, 
and they said they had one for each day in the year. The Aztec 
Indians are a religious fanatic people. They all visit a church for 
a short time each day. The next day they visit a different church. 

We went to the old cathedral that is built on top of a pyramid 
where the old Aztec Indians buried their dead. This pyramid 
seemed to have been built up to a very high level. We could not 
see where the dirt and rock came from, but it was immense—about 
three-fourths of a mile through the base and as high as 750 feet. 
On top of the pyramid was a great cathedral about two acres square. 
Inside was lined with solid gold. I put my hands on the gold and 
wondered how it had escaped the tyranny and robbery of bandits, 
but when I looked at those old Aztec Indians with their bolos, that 
knew the people at least a hundred miles in every direction, I 
realized that bandits would have a hard time getting a gold piece 
out even if they were lucky enough to take it from the walls of 
the church. 


Puebl a We drove on into Puebla, which is a modern city for 

Mexico, I saw aPckard cars in the show windows, adver- 
tised for so much cash, ready for the buyers who had enough 
money to drive them out. I also saw nylon hose for sale without 
OPA regulations. I did not see anything that you could not buy in 
Mexico and carry it home with you if you had the money. Plenty 
of meat and everything. -~ 

The followink day we visited Chapultepec. This is on the out- 
skirts of Mexico City and was a palace that was built for the Aus- 
trian Emperor who was sent over by Napoleon,IIl to rule Mexico 
when the French took it over. This old palace is the last word in 
expensive architecture and grandeur. They have the old carriage 
that Maximilian rode in. This carriage is inlaid in solid gold. Maxi- 
milian was a blond and finally the Mexicans said it was not proper 
for a blond to rule over Mexico, a city of 99 percent’ decided 
brunettes. They rose and revolted against him, and took over 
this palace and government. Maximilian tried to escape, but sub- 
mitted to the fate of about 20 percent of all the rulers of Mexico 
and was killed. 

I bought a rug and two jackets from the Aztec Indians. The rug 
cost about 280 pesos or about $70 in American money. I| think it 
would have sold for a great deal more than that in the States. It 
is beautiful, All the merchants and salesmen on the road from 
Mexico City to Pueblo are Indians. The Aztec Indians are a busy, 
happy, hospitable and friendly people. They go in a run when 
asked to do something. They adhere to the old customs of two 
thousand years ago. I was interested in this from some of the litera- 
ture advertising Mexico. “Long years ago, bronzed men crossed 
a land bridge that has now disappeared, from Asia to America. 
In Mexico, they developed a great civilization. We shall never 
know exactly who or what they were, but you can see their eerily 
silent tombs and temples, and the motifs of their art dre woven 
into the textiles and baked into the pottery that you can buy from 
the hands of their descendants.”

He built well. Mexico still worships in 16th century cathedrals, 
whose ornate carvings are little changed with time. Mexico still 
governs in the stone palaces of the Spaniards, and still lives in 


houses haunted by the ghosts of a fabled past.” 
: Eighty percent of the people of Mexico are Aztec 
No Uplifters Indians. They live separately and entirely from 
the white people. They are happy. They are industrious. They are 
prosperous. Why? There are no uplifters in Mexico. The Aztec 
Indian is satisfied with his way of life. He is a contributor, not 
only in a material way, but in a spiritual and historical way, to the 
value of life. Where two separate races of people live together, I 
think the best policy is in Mexico. Some of our great uplifters 
here in the United States should take a trip, not in the poorest 
part of Mexico which is the Northern part where the races have 
mixed, but in the Southern part of Mexico, where they stay separate 
and pure.

Predicts Legislature 
To Be Unpredictable 


“The Talmadge forces have predicted a har- 
monious session of the Legislature next January. 
x Some anti-Talmadgeites have observed that most 
members of the General Assembly were not elected on the Tal- 
madge program that, as a matter of fact, many of them voted tor 
a second term for Arnall, and so the new Legislature’ may be rather 
independent. Some from both sides have predicted that, regardless 
of a legislator’s present state of mind, he can be bedught into line 
by a governor using highways and other influence of his office. 
Some legislators slated for leadership have confidentially ex- 
pressed the opinion that the sailing may not be so smooth, although 
they don’t look for any outright revolts. That is the chit-chat about 
the attitude of the incoming Legislature. For our own part, we 
see the possibility of an independent, unpredictable Legislature. Not 
so much because of any factionalism on the new Governor, as for 
the fact that 50 members of the new General Assembly will be 
veterans of World War Il. Most of these veterans will be serving 
their first time in political office. Most of them are not profes- 
sional politicians. Most :‘of them, we believe, are more interested 
in improving the State in which they live than in “going along” 
with any pressure group in order to assure their own re-election 
two years hence. After fighting in a war for a way of life in which 
they believed, these men came home and ran for political offices 
to fight in peacetime for these ideals. Some of these veterans are 
inquisitive, indicating that they may raise the lid and peep under 
any suspicious-looking bills that come before the next Legislature. 
Some of them are studious and want to be ready to discuss intel- 
ligently matters that will be presented. 


Among veterans visiting the State Capitol recently was Rep.- 
nominate Maynard Higgs, of Atkinson County, a survivor of the 
“March of Death.” Retiring Sen. Abe Minchew, of Axson, veteran 
in Georgia political affairs, was introducing Higgs. “When I first 
was elected to the Legislature,” Minchew recalled, “I didn’t visit 
the Capitol until the session started.+ I walked in cold. I didn’t 
know a soul, and I was completely lost. ‘Since that time I have 
advised young legislators to get acquainted around the Capitol 
before the session so they will be ready to go to work effectively 


when the session opens.”

Although cattle and hog slaugh- 
ter in July and August is esti- 
mated by the Department of Ag- 
riculture as the highest on record 
for the two months, the removal 
failed to make much of a dent in 
the cattle’ and hog population of 
the nation. 

What didn’t reach market in 
those months still is out in the 
country. It may need more fat- 
tening before considered ready for 
market, but Department figures 
say that’s where it is. 

On the other hand, the amount 
of meat consumed during the 
OPA-less months of July and Au- 
gust didn’t begin to absorb the 
large supplies which were rushed 
t- market to take advantage of 
record-breaking prices. 

Government sources say home 
refrigerators are well-stocked. In- 
dividual frozen food lockers are 
bulging. Hotel and restaurant cool- 
ers are jammed with most of. the 
choicest cuts. And vast public and 
private cold storage warehouses 
contain millions of pounds more. 

The only actual figures availa- 
ble on any of these will be the 
monthly report prepared by the 
Production and Marketing Ad- 
ministration due this week. It 
will show Government and public 
holdings of meat in cold storage 
plants. 

Almost none of the OPA-less 
meat was set aside by the Gov- 
ernment during the last two 
r nths, either for relief shipments 
or for military needs, because the 
prices were too high. None is be-

This was 18 percent high- 
er than last year, when it was 
2,336,000,000 pounds for the twe 
months, and 15 percent higher 
than for a similar period in the 
record year of 1944. | 

A near-record number of grass 
cattle were said by the Depart- 
ment to be available this Fall, 
and slaughter was expected to be 
equal to 1945’s large Fall kill. 

As Winter approaches, these are 
coming down off the higher ranges 
and will start pouring into mar- 
ket, either to be slaughtered or to 
be sold as feeding cattle for fat-

Translated to numbers of head, 
the Department of Agriculture in 
its last cattle crop report Jan. 1 
estimated the 1946 beef cattle pop- 
ulation at 53,000,000. From Jan- 
uary to June, inclusive, slaughter 
under Federal inspection totaled 
4,772,000 head. 

In July and August Federally 
inspected slaughter was approxi- 
mately 1,828,000 head, for a total 
through Aug. 31 of 6,610,000 head. 
Reckoning this at 80 percent, the 
total estimated withdrawal from 
the cattle population was some- 
what more than 8,000,000 head. 

Summer hog supplies come 
largely from those six months or 
more old on June 1. These were 


(10 percent fewer than a year ago 


or 22,959,000 head. 

An estimated 4,966,554 of these 
went under the slaughtering knife 
in July and August under Federal 
inspection, a 40 percent increase, 
estimated the Bureau of Agricul- 
ture Economics. 

Figured at 80 percent of the to- 
tal kill, this would bring the latter 
to roughly 6,000,000 hogs killed, 
and would leave a net of more 
than 15,000,000 still on the nation’s 
farms,

EANNE ANTOINETTE POISSON, 
J one day to be the Marquise de 
Pompadour, was born in Paris, 


Dec. 29, 1721, the daughter of Fran-' 


cois Poisson and of his wife, Made- 
leine de la Motte. 


Or so the baptismal record says. 
But Madeleine de la Motte was a 
woman of charm and of few_inhibi- 
tions. Jeanne Antoinette’s father, if 
the truth must out, was not the ex- 
cellent Monsieur Poisson, but Le Nor- 
mant de Tournehem, an extremely 
wealthy financier in the Tax Depart- 
ment, who cheerfully assumed the 
cost of her education. Having an 
early premonition of unusual gifts, 
he trained her to be a king’s mis- 
tress, no king in particular but which- 
ever was available. 

The girl grew up, not divinely 
beautiful, but with an exquisite love- 
liness Which was even better. In 
speech and manners she was the in- 
carnation of refined elegance. She 
was a competent musician, a fasci- 
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nating singer, an adorable actress, a 
graceful dancer, More than one 
stranger exclaimed at first sight of 
her, “What a royal morsel!” 


On March 9, 1741, her informal 
but thoughtful father married her 
to a nephew of his, Charles-Guillaume 
Le Normant, Seigneur d’Etioles. She 
was intreduced to society, therefore, 
not as an adventuress, which she 
never was, but as the young wife 
of a rich and equally young hus- 
band, who loved her dearly. How 
deeply she loved him, we wish we 
knew. They had a daughter, Alexan- 
drine. Jeanne Antoinette was a good 
housekeeper, and in their home she 
gave dramatic and musical entertain- 
ments, herself always taking the prin- 
cipal role, but modestly, and only 
because the guests demanded it. 


In 1744, when Louis was hunting 
in the neighborhood of Etioles, she 
happenéd to be riding by in an open 
carriage—just happened; he saw her, 
they met, and the next year she was 
established at Versailles. He bought 
her the estate of Pompadour, south

of Limoges, where her chateau still 
stands. For her Paris town house 
he assigned to her the Palais d’Elysee, 
where the Presidents of France now 
reside. 

What about her husband, Charles- 
Guillaume? The poor fellow must 
have known all along that she could 
be his only for a season, but he lost 
his heart to her completely, and re- 
fused to believe she wished to be 


‘stolen away,.or was resigned to her 


fate. 

Was she? Perhaps, at the begin- 
ning; perhaps not, later on. Louis 
was handsome in his person and 
kingly in his manners, but he was in- 
dolent, he neglected his kingdom, and 
he was as heartless a mortal as ever 
lived. Jeanne Antoinette was not 
heartless; her care of her daughter 
indicated a quite bourgeois mother. 
love. Did she have a pang, now and 
then, for the faithful lover to whom 
she had not been true? 

Apparently she cared more for 
politics than for love—or perhaps 
we should say, she loved her country 
above its inadequate king. She made 
herself Louis’ Prime Minister; ac- 
cording to her lights she encouraged

whatever was characteristic of the 
French gerius or desirable for the 
safety of France. ‘That she was en. 
dowed with extraordinary taste in 
the fine arts is shown by the names 
of those whom she singled out for 
her special patronage—Voltaire, Mon- 
tesquieu, Rousseau, d’Alembert, Dide- 
rot; the innumerable painters and 
sculptors who decorated her vari- 
ous residences, .as a kind of WPA 
work in hard times; and Jacques 
Gabriel, greatest of eighteenth cen- 
tury “architects, who designed the 
Ecole Militaire and laid out what is 
now called the Place de la Concorde. 

Her private library was a collec- 
tion choi herself for use rather 
than sh Most of the books were 
concerned with the theatre, which she 
always loved. They were bound in 
designs of her own; at Versailles she 
maintained a private press and a 
bindery. 

One of the most cultivated ladies 
known to history! But in interna- 
tional politics she had neither skill 
nor luck. Since Richelieu, the policy 
of France had been to weaken Austria 
through an alliance with Germany. 
But Frederick the Great, who thought 
he could write poetry and occasionally 
made the attempt, composed a scan- 
dalous lampoon on Jeanne Antoinette, 
and at the same moment, approxi- 
mately, Maria Theresa addressed to 
her a suggestion that France and 
Austria might be better friends. 
Jeanne Antoinette didn’t like Germans 
anyway; the Austrians had more of 
what the French called good taste. 

So Germany was thrown over, and 
Austria became the ally of France, 
which on that account was dragged 
into the Seven Years’ War, and lost 
both India and Canada. In due time, 
because of the Austrian alliance, 
Louis XVI was betrothed to Marie 
Antoinette, and the Revolution be- 
came inevitable. 

While making her great mistake in 
diplomatic alliances, Jeanne Antoin- 
ette was perfecting the manufacture 
of Sevres porcelain. The frail] master- 
pieces of her inspiration have outlived 
the kingdoms of her world. 

She died, of cancer or some swift 
disease, April 15, 1764. Louis had 
long since tired of her, and wanted 
younger women. She was only 43, 
but the world had aged her. She 
made a gallant end, dressed in her 
finest court costume, since she con- 
sidered her death an important oc- 
casion. We hope she remembered 
Charles-Guillaume. There was an 
April shower, the day of her funeral, 
and Louis XV, watching her coffin 
carried out to the hearse _ said, 
““Madame la Marquise has bad weather 
for her journey.” .

In the Wood home, a five-room frame 
house owned by Mrs. Wood's father in 
suburban Brookfield, Mrs. Wood has been 
the one principally to cape for Jimmy 
through his three-year sleep. She, Mr. 
Wood; the little boy and his brother, 
Dickie, three-and-a-half, are the family; 
they're helped out at times by Mrs. 
Wood’s mother, who lives a few blocks 
away. 

“T’ll never forget the beginning,” Mrs. 
Wood says. “It was on May 3,° 1943. 
Jimmy began to say he was sleepy. He 
dropped off, and his fever went to 103. 
That lasted six weeks, and for six months 
he had convulsions. Some days it seemed 
theread be no end to the convulsions.

EAR, one day. Hope, the next. Never despair. 
It is the life of three suburban mothers, with 
parallel tragedies, as they watch and wait. 
Each has a child who for years has been deep in 
the dreamless trance of sleeping sickness, the 
baffling virus scourge, encephalitis. 

Heartache and courage have drawn the mothers 
into a little circle unlike any other, and each finds 
comfort in the knowledge that the others under- 
stand her sadness. 

They live in trim, ordinary communities outside 
Chicago, and although they don’t see one another 
often, seldom leaving the quiet bedsides, they keep 
in touch by mail and telephone. On birthdays, 
cards go out, signed as if from one little sleeper 
to another. Christmas gifts are exchanged—the 
slumbering children unaware—and any glimmer 
of improvement in one small patient is a reason 
for encouragement to the mothers of all. 

For three years, Jimmy Wood, four-and-a-half, 
has been sleeping, watched over b¥ his mother, 
Mrs. Neil Wood, in Brookfield. 

For five years, Elaine Esposito, 11, has slept, 
attended by her mother, Mrs. Louis Esposito, in 
Berwyn. 

For eight years, Mary Ellen Reardon, 11, has 
been a victim, too, with her mother, Mrs. Daniel 
Reardon, in Elmwood Park, standing by. 

Doctors can’t do anything. Some of the best 
in the country have seen the children, and turned 
silently away. ‘They know that encephalitis is 
a virus infection which causes inflammation of 
the brain and after-effects varied in kind and in- 
tensity. They don’t know how it is contracted 
nor how to combat it. The mothers hope now 
that prayer may serve where science has failed. 

They're aware that with their supplications 
those of thousands of others in many parts of the 
world are rising. From Europe and even from 


A 


Asia they’ve had letters of sympathy. They are 
Roman Catholics, and the names of the children 
have been put on the altars in famous novenas. 
People of other faiths are sorrowing for them, 
too, and institutions of nmjany denominations are 
offering prayer. . 

Meanwhile, in each .*modest household, the 
family life adjusts itself to meet the every-day, 
never-ceasing need for fortitude. 

The Reardons, longest inured to the rigid rou- 
tine, since Mary Ellen has been sleeping eight 
years, have a neat five-room bungalow in a row of 
bungalows in Elmwood Park, a suburb with a 
population of 17,000. 

There the family of five—the little girl, her 
mother, father, brother and aunt—-wage the 
strange battle. 

The trouble began when Mary Ellen had 
measles. Encephalitis came after that. It para- 
lyzed her throat and left side. For a long time 
she lay motionless, wide-eyed but unseeing. 

Gradualfy, after a while, she began to relax, 
moved her*arms and sometimes whimpered. She 
was taught’ to eat from a spoon, and even smacked 
her lips over food she liked, such as ice cream. 
She learned to close her eyes and nap—a sleep 
within a sleep. 

Now, the infectious stage of the disease long 
past, her long coma seldom shows much change. 

No one besides relatives sees her, a precaution 
against a germ infection like pneumonia. Careful 
diet keeps her general health well; olive oil mas- 
sages help. 

Her mother, formerly a nurse, and her aunt, 
Miss Mary Ellen Reardon, for whom the child was 
named, keep a 24-hour vigil. Her brother, Danny, 
eight, can look in, but he can’t enter the scrup- 
ulously clean bedroom; he might carry germs. 

Mary Ellen would like her room now, if her 
pretty blue eyes could see it. Pink-painted furni- 
ture, lace-trimmed pillows, gifts of playthings and 


“When the six months were up we 
brought him home from the Chilcren’s Memorial 
Hospital. The woctors couldn't do anything more. 

“He was bling, deaf, dumb and rigid. We were 
beside ourselves. But we didn’t give up hope. We 
massaged him every day with olive oil. When his 
feet turned in, we put casts on them, and now 
they’re straight. We waited. 

“Gradually his hearing and sight came back. 
I remember to this day how it sounded when I 
heard him say, ‘Mama,’ again.” 

The change for the better was brief. A year 
to a day after the encephalitis attack Jimmy came 
down with pneumonia. He didn't speak again. 
Once more from his mind “Mama” was gone. 

“We started all over,” says Mrs. Wood. “We 
pulled him through the pneumonia. Now. we think 
he’s getting a little better from the encephalitis. 
He’s so good—-an angel to take care of.” 


IMMY’S blow wasn’t as devastating® as Mary 

Ellen Reardon’s or Elaine Esposito’s. Ne’s more 
active than they are. He has his own room, but 
isn’t isolated. Mischievous Dickie comes in often 
and plays with him, and Dickie shares some of the 
attention that comes to him. 

His father goes to work as an attendant 
engineer for General Motors at 2 in the afternoon, 
but he’s able to help considerably around the 
house. He shops for the family and is good with 
the children, and once a week he takes Mrs. Wood 
to the movies while her mother stays with Jimmy. 
The doctor insisted on that; he said she had to get 
out a little, or break down. 

Once she went to the airport, with Mr. Wood 
and Jimmy, and Jimmy momentarily seemed to 
hear the planes. Since then, when a plane crosses 
over low he hifts his head and listens. 

He notices Dickie, too, sometimes on the back 
porch, where he has a bed, and reaches gut to him; 
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and once when a neighbor played a violin he 
seemed to listen, but music didn’t really help him. 

His favorite place is the front porch, and there 
neighborhood children visit him after school. 

“God bless them,” says Mrs. Wood. “They 
don’t act as though something awful has happened 
to him. They treat him as if“~he were one of 
themselves. They don’t stand around, like some 
grown-up people, and shake their heads.” 

Both the Woods and Espositos have auto- 
mobiles and since their suburbs are only a few 
miles apart, they’re able to visit one another 
occasionally. They compare notes and hopes. 

They know they’re confronted by something 
mysteriously different from the tragic cases in 
the country’s worst sleeping sickness outbreak, 
when 1,000 were stricken and 200 died in St. 
Louis in 1933. Only a few of the survivors of 
that inexplicable epidemic suffered any after- 
effects, and the effects they did suffer were not 
grave. These were sleeplessness at night and, 
sometimes, drowsiness in the daytime. 

The mothers long since have learned, also, 
that their children’s affliction is quite different 
from the sleeping sickness occurring in the 
Orient. There it apparently is spread by the 
tsetse, the blood-sucking fly which can become 
a virus carrier. 


HAT induces the initial brain inflammation 
and the subsequent long trance in occasional 
cases, scientists can’t say. 

“We're interested in those problems,” said 
Mrs. Esposito, in her five-room apartment on the 
first floor of a duplex house in Berwyn. “We 
mothers can’t help but wonder what the doctors 
may do sometime, and somehow find a cure. 

“When we hear of anything being done, in- 
vestigations or work on theories, we talk it 
over, but mostly we just talk about the chil- 
dren. How they’ve been lately and how we hope 
maybe they're going to be. 

“The last time Jimmy came, he lay on the 
couch in the living room and ate his supper, 
while Elaine had hers in her hospital-type bed 
in what used to be our dining room.” 
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Little Elaine, after five years of the dark 
enchantment, doesn’t rouse much, nor take notice. 

“Once she was a star pupil in her first grade 
class,” Mrs, Esposito remembers. “Now all we 
can do is hope and pray and work. 

“It was in August, 1941, that she was taken. 
She had appendicitis. Before she went to the 
operating room, she told me, ‘Mommy, I'm not 
afraid. Don’t worry.’ She hasn't spoken since. 

“On the operating table she had a convulsion. 
The doctors drained the appendix. Her tempera 
ture went up to 107%. ‘Two hours later it still 
was 105. For four months it was around 105. 

“When she was brought home from the hos 
pital it was as if she were dead. She couldn't 
feel even a pinprick. 

“Feeling a. pin was the first sign we had that 
she was improving. -It was 11 months after she 
was taken sick. We thought it was a victory 
seeing her finally move her hand a little when we 
touched it with a pin. 

“Since then she’s learned to smile and lauch 
and move her hands and feet. She spends must 
of her time in bed except when we take her out 
to rock her. She loves that.” . 

From the dining room chandelier, where she 
can see it, hangs a saucy doll in pink and bluc 
In her own room the yellow curtains have a flowc: 
print; there’s a flower design in the floor covei 
ing; a blanket of artificial roses covers the mantel, 
where she can see it in the living room. 

Like the other children, she’s had gifts of 
bed jackets and kimonos and playthings. They're 
neatly put away in a.closet, as the other chil 
dren's are, against the day that mothers have 
to think of, if they’re to keep going. 

Mr. Esposito, a truck driver, does what he can 
to help, says Mrs. Esposito. “But he’s so big and 
strong he’s always afraid he'll hurt her. It’s been 
awfully hard on him.” 

A neighbor, Mrs. Vivian F alone, is a rare

“There are some wonderful people in the 
world,” says Mrs. Esposito. “Mrs. Falone is one 
of the best.”

carefully planned, with chopped baby foods and 
strained fruits used much. She helps, too, with 
the olive oil massage which has been so successful 
that Elaine hasn't had a bedsore during five years 
in bed. « 

“It’s too bad Elaine doesn’t understand better,” 
said her mother. “She'd love Mrs. Falone.” 

Maybe some day Elaine will. Science doesn’t 
say that, but her mother’s heart does. Maybe 
she will wake up. Maybe Jimmy Wood and 
Mary Ellen Reardon will wake up. No one dares 
be sure of tomorrow.

Rarely Does a Fishing Vessel Set Sail 
Without Its Shrine in the Wheel House— 
a Small Statue of the Virgin With Her 
Right Arm Upraised, a Fishing Vessel 
Cradied in Her Left Arm.

HE trawler rose on the crest of the black sea. 
T The wave broke in a white smother over her 

bow. The northeast gale, which had set in 
with darkness, lashed the spray across the glass 
of the pilot house. The vessel rolled deep to port, 
sluggish to helm with her load of fish, and slid 
down the heaving mountain of the Atlantic. 

“Close,” said the Captain at the wheel. “Close, 
that one.”

Adams, was paying off the crew. 
The men share in the proceeds 
of all voyages according to the 
price their fish brings in market.

THERE is an ancient proverb: 

“Let him who knows not how 
to pray go to sea.” The English 
clergyman, George Herbert, ex- 
pressed it a little differently in 
the early 17th century: “He that 
will learn to pray, let him go to 
sea.”’ 

The same thought, however expressed, 
has come down through the ages to attest 
the fact that there is no layman’s group 
in the world more constantly in danger 
and more devout—perhaps none so devout 
—than the men who make up the fishing 
fleets of the world. 


A few minutes later, distant and low on the 
horizon but brighter than any star, the light that 
serves as guide for the homing ships of Gloucester 
blazed forth. As the trawler ate up the miles for 
home, the light burned brighter and took form—a 
creat 20-foot statue of Our Lady of Good Voyage, 
flanked by the cross-tipped twin spires of the 
church named for her on the hill overlooking the 
sea from which not every ship returns. 

The next evening in the office of Captain Ben 
Pine, Captain Ben’s business partner, Miss Ray

both coasts—-men of Norse ancestry out of Seattle 
and the other ports of Washington for the North 
Pacific; men of Portuguese and Italian heri- 
tage out of San Diego and the other Southern 
California fishing centers; the Portuguese and 
Italian fleets out of Gloucester, Boston and New 


Bedford; the old-line New England Yankees and - 


the wiry men from Newfoundland and the Mari- 
time Provinces of Canada out of every Aflantic 
fishing port. Catholic or Protestant, all possess a 
humble piety and a deep devotion to God and an 
appreciation of God’s mercy. 


NNUALLY in the early spring before the State 
of Washington fishing fleet sails, a special 
fishermen’s service and festival takes place in the 
Ballard First Lutheran Church. Blessing and God- 
speed are given the hundreds of men who make 
up the crews of vessels starting out for the halibut 
and cod grounds of Cape Spencer and the Aleu- 
tians, Icy Straits and- Prince William Sound. 
Names ending in -sen and -son predominate among 
the crews and Nordic voices are lifted in a hymn: 
O Lord be with us when we sail 
Upon the lonely deep 
Our guide when, on the silent deck, 
The midnight watch we keep. 
So sang their ancestors putting out in their 
tiny boats from the ice-blue fjords in centuries 


On each trip from Tarpon Springs, Fla., to the 
sponge fields in the Gulf of Mexico, the 176 color- 
ful ships, manned by 5,000 Greeks, are blessed by 
kather Theopheles Karaphillis of the Greek Or- 
thodox Church. A great celebration will be held 
soon when some 60 boats of this fleet will sail to 
(;reece to fish in the Mediterranean. On that 
festive occasion, the Archbishop himself will 
deliver special blessings. 

Some’ of the sturdiest and most successful fish- 
ermen of today are Americans of Portuguese an- 
cestry, third-generation Americans most of them 
since the Portuguese first came to this country 
about 1860. They sail a large percentage of the 
vessels out of Gloucester for the Atlantic banks 
and from San Diego in the, tuna and sardine 
fisheries. It is a rare occurrence for a vessel to 
put to sea without its small shrine, For the men of 
the Gloucester fléet, Our Lady is the real skipper 
of every vessel and the Church of Our Lady of 
(;00d Voyage is a shrine for other fishermen from 
far-away ports in the United States. 

When a tuna ship is about to sail from San 
Diego, its skipper usually writes or wires Father 
De Moura in Gloucester and there prayers for the 
safety of the voyage are said as the vessel, 3,000 
miles away across the United States, dips farewell 
in the dusk to the lights of Point Loma. 


HE Church of Our Lady of Good Voyage, only 

one so named in this country, was copied from, 
one in the Azores. Its congregation is very largely 
fishermen and the families of fishermen. One of 
its most beautiful ceremonies is the annual Festi- 
val of the Crowning during which a crown of solid 
silver, blessed in Rome by the Pope and brought

to this country by the earliest Portuguese immi 
grants, is annually placed by the priest upon the 
head of a captain of the fishing fleet, chosen by 
lot to have its custody for a year. The next 
captain so chosen erects a flower-decked shrine in 
his home for display of the crown. 

A ceremonial procession precedes the crowning. 
Thousands participate and the fishermen who bear 
the crown have prepared themselves by fasting 
and prayer. Other communicants of the church are 
crowned at other ceremonies; all the war veterans 
of the fleet this year, and every year those fisher- 
men and their families who wish to give a special 
thanksgiving to God for deliverance. 

The crowning is an ancient Portuguese cere- 
mony coming down from the days of Queen Eliza- 
beth, known also as Isabel, who replaced the royal 
emblem of her crown with a dove of peace and 
each year crowned a commoner to reign for a day. 
As she distributed food to the needy, so today, at 
the Festival of the Crowning, food is distributed to 
those in want by the fishermen of Gloucester. 

The feeding of the poor likewise is a part of 
special religious ceremonies traditional to fisher- 
men of Italian ancestry. In Gloucester and in other 
ports fiesta are held in honor of St. Peter, and 
statues of the 
fishermen’s _ pa- 
tron saint are 
carried through 
the streets’ to 
the church. The 


Gloucester statue weighs 600 pounds and is borne 
on the shoulders of eight stalwart fishing cap- 
tains. A three-day fiesta ends at midnight and 
in the darkness of early morning the fleet puts 
out to sea. 

Those are some of the things it is well to know 
and remember when fish of the sea comes to 
table in home or restaurant. Salmon or cod, had- 
dock or halibut, tuna in cans, redfish in frozen fil- 
lets for the fish-and-chips shops. God has been 
paid a share of the catch, not out of the price you 
are charged, but out of wages by the men who 
made the haul. 7 


Hk Fishermen’s Memorial Service at Gloucester 

is the oldest of many such in many ports. 
Most of the community assembles bare-headed on 
the waterfront while the annual roll of the lost 
fishermen is read by the Protestant chaplain and 
with the calling of each name flowers are strewn 
on the sea—30 lost in 1932—28 in 1941—never a 
year when no wreaths are required.

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HE sun is breaking through the 

clouds for Edith Rockefeller Mc- 

Cormick Hubbard, 13, and Elisha 
Dyer Hubbard, 2nd, 9. For the first 
time in their lives the bewildered 
little “orphans of the legal storm” 
have got a break. ‘They can look 
ahead to the security denied them in 
the past seven years, and relegate to 
the past that dreadful tug-of-war i 
which they lost all sense of direction. 


Edie and Deedie, as they are famil- 
iarly known, now have a “daddy.” 
He’s Fowler McCormick of Chicago, 
grandson of the late John D. Rocke- 
feller and scion of the harvester mil- 
lions, who has won the children’s 
permanent custody after a bitter:two- 
year court wrangle with his sister, 
Muriel McCormick Hubbard. 


There’s only one dark cloud left 
on the horizon, and that’s the possible 
appeal of Mrs. Hubbard from the 
Middletown, Conn., decision, granting 
her #rother their guardianship. 

Ever since they can remember, 
there was something wrong. ‘They 
were shunted this way and that, now 
under the care of one person, now 
another, and although they were 
shielded from the legal bickerings 
that caused their repeated shifts in 
domicile, enough of the truth trickled 
through to bring a vague disquiet to 
their juvenile minds. 

Edie and Deedie were the envy of 
the nation in 1939%when they were 
taken from the New Haven Orphan- 
age in formal adoption by Mrs. Hub- 
bard. Edie was Six then, and Deedie 
a scant two, a pair of little orphans 
lifted overnight from an _ obscure 
background into a setting’of fabulous 
wealth, In addition to the Rocke. 
feller heritage, their foster mother 
was the daughter of Harold F. Mc- 
Cormick, harvester tycoon, and Edith 
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There Were So Many People Who Wanted Edie and 
Deedie, the Poor Little Rich Orphans. 
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Rockefeller McCormick, pnce Ameri- 
ca’s richest woman, and the widow of 
Elisha Dyer Hubbard, wealthy gentle- 
man farmer. 

The world said Edie and Deedie 
were lucky children. Muriel’s beauti- 
ful Lone Tree Farm in Middletown 
would be their real-life fairyland and 
everything money could buy would 
be laid at their feet. 

In 1943 Muriel felt her country’s 
call and decided to join the WAC. 
This she could not do, however, with 
dependents under 14. So she dele- 
gated guardianship of Edie and 
Deedie to Mrs. Elvira Parsons, her 
housekeeper. | 

Then, on April 25, 1944, while 
Muriel was going through the exact- 
ing routine of Army life, the storm 
broke. Fowler filed charges of ex. 
treme cruel treatment of Edie and 
Deedie against his sister in Middle- 
town Probate Court, seeking their 
custody for himself or “some other 
proper person.” 

McCormick said his sister was 
“addicted to the excessive use of 
alcohol” and that she had repeatedly 
beaten and abused Deedie. The 
brother also charged that Mrs. Par- 
sons was “entirely dominated” by 


Mrs. Hubbard in all her actions. 

Probate Judge Leonard O.. Ryan 
placed the children in the temporary 
custody of Mrs. Grace Bement, head 
of a Deerfield, Mass., school. 

Hearing on McCormick’s charges 
was set for May 15. Three days 
before that date, on May 12, Muriel 
dropped her first bombshell. She an- 
nounced she had given Edie and 
Deedie in formal adoption proceed- 
ings to Dr. Frances! M. Clarke of 
Durham, Conn., principal of a New 
London high school, 

McCormick, however, questioned 
the sincerity of the move, claiming 
the adoption was accomplished at a 
“secret meeting” with Judge Ryan 
and that Muriel planned eventually 
to regain the orphans. 

Mrs. Parsons, who had resigned 
as guardian, reentered the case with 
a petition to withdraw her resigna- 
tion, stating the children and she had 
a “mutual affection” and charging 
Mrs. Hubbard’s adoption agreement 
was a maneuver to forestall the hear- 
ing of McCormick’s complaint. No 
date was set for this petition and it 
was allowed to die.

McCormick won the next round. 
Judge Samuel Mellitz appointed him 
guardian pending hearing of his ap 
peal from the Clarke adoption. 

On May 23, 1945, the Clarke adop 
tion trial began. It dragged along 
until June 7, when Mrs. Bement tes- 
tified, by deposition, that on Mother’s 
Day, 1944, Mrs. Hubbard and Dr. 
Clarke visited the children at school, 
took them into Greenfield and came 
back “much after their bed hour.” 

She said Mrs. Hubbard “very 
evidently had been drinking” when 
she returned and quoted Deedie as 
saying, while she, Mrs. Bement, was 
tucking him in bed: 

“Well, this has been a dreadful 
day. I hope next Mother’s Day will 
be better. All we did in Greenfield 
today, Edie and I, all we did was to 
sit around and watch them drink.” 

She told the court that on one 
occasion when Deedie received a post- 
card from Dr. Clarke, signed “love, 
Aunt Fran,” he wanted to know who 
“Aunt Fran” was, and when told 
said: “Oh, her!” and tore it up. She 
said that Edie had once remarked, 
when asked how she felt about Mrs. 
Hubbard: “I love her a little, but 
don’t want ever to see her again.” 

On August 23, 1945, the Clarke 
adoption was vacated. 

On March 4 of this year McCor- 
mick’s two-year battle against his 
sister was successful. Judge William 
Mangan removed Muriel as guardian. 
On June 24 he named McCormick as 
permanent guardian and Muriel, 
nodding curtly and coldly to her 
brother in the courtroom, imme- 
diately said she’d file an appeal. 

The weeks passed, however, and 
Muriel didn’t appeal. Meanwhile, 
Edie and Deedie went to summer 
camp.

Fiorello LaGuardia, While Mayor of New York, Pinned One of the First Hero 
Badges on Morris Elkin, a Brooklyn Cabbie Who Helped in Capturing the Killers 
of a Policeman.

EXT time you hail a taxi re- 

member that the man behind 

the wheel is not a fixture of the 
cab but a human being. 

Most cabbies, in fact, are every bit 
as human as John J. Brophy, of East 
Orange, N. J., who recently inherited 
a sizable fortune from one of his reg- 
ular fares, the late 
Carl Rupprecht, an 
E. I. du Pont de Ne- 
mours official. 

A bachelor, Rup- 
precht had grown 
weary of conversation 
about business, opera, 
politics and books as 
carried on in his own 
circle. He found it 
relaxing to talk of 
such things as boxing 
and baseball with his 
taxi driver, Brophy. 

It was a form of 
escape for the busy ° 
business man who appreciated the 
understanding response he got from 
Brophy. In gratitude, he bequeathed 
the income from $50,000 to Brophy. 
- Numerous such instances come up 
every year proving that hackies are 
not only human but honest, obliging 
and brave. 

Almost every day in some large 
American city a cab driver pulls up at 
a hospital or doctor’s office with a 
woman who is about to give birth. 
Sometimes the cabbie is late. That 
happened to Peter Spina, a Chicago 
driver. 

A woman got into his taxi. Pretty 
soon she began to scream: “I am go- 
ing to have a baby right now.” 

Spina stopped his cab and ran into 
a drug store for help, but he didn’t 
get any. So he ran back, but the 
stork beat him to it. He found two 
passengers in his car. 

A heart of gold often hides behind 
a hackie’s tough exterior. 

George Winnick, of Brooklyn, the 
sole support of his mother and two 
sisters, sacrificed his life in an act of 
mercy. He helped a blind man across 
the street. Having a fare waiting in 
his cab, he hurried back against the 
lights, was struck by another taxi 
and killed.

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much money, the cabbies are often 
victims of hold-ups. 

Police in Chicago estimate that 
there are several hundred cab drivers 
held up every year in that city alone. 
Not long ago, Chris Lindbom, 30, 
just returned from overseas after 
four years in service, was a victim of 
an attempted stick-up the first day 
he resumed his job as a cab driver. 
He was shot and 
gravely woufded. 

In many instances 
tax drivers have 
risked their lives help- 
ing the police in cap- 
turing criminals. 

Not as dangerous 
but strange are some 
other passengers the 
drivers have to deal 
with. 

Edwin Dollar took 
a woman from Wash- 
ington. D.C., to Cape 
Cod because her dog 
couldn’t stand trains. 

There are repeated reports of hon- 
est cab drivers who recover valu- 
ables left in the cars by passengers. 

Only the other day, Max Rosen- 
berg, a New York cabbie and a war 
veteran, discovered in his taxi jewels 
valued at $22,500. He lost no time in 
turning them in to the police just as 
the owner, Mrs. Louis W. Schine, of 
Gloversville, N. Y., came to report the 
loss. Part of the jewels were insured 
and the insurance company gave Ro- 
senberg a reward of $1,200 which he 
said he was going to invest in the 
education of his little boy Fred, three 
and half years old. In addition, Mrs. 
Schine gave him a pearl necklace 
with a diamond clasp and earrings to 
match, worth about $500, for his wife. 

A fair view of the good deeds done 
by cabbies may be gleaned from the 
roster of cab drivers who were given 
hero badges by the New York Police 
Department. 

Among the first to receive the dis- 
tinction when the annual custom was 
instituted 10 years ago were Morris 
Elkin, of Brooklyn, for aiding in the 
capture of bandits who had killed a 
policeman, afd Andrew Hackett, who 
drove his cab-alongside a burning 
apartment house so that the tenants

House So That Tenants on the 2nd Floor Could Jump to its Roof and Safety. 


on the second floor could jump to its 
roof and safety. 

Cab drivers are constantly ma- 
ligned. They are often berated as 
being reckless drivers. Yet they have 
an exceptional record for keeping out 
of fatal accidents. Many of them 
have driven as much as 500,000 miles 
without a serious mishap. 

F'amous orchestra leaders such as 
Paul Whiteman and Abe Lyman were 
once cabbies. A Pittsburgh taximan 
became a priest after 17 years of 
study between fares.

EOPLE took things easier at the turn of the 
- century—especially the people engaged in 

taking bookmakers and racing fans by ring- 
ing or substituting race horses. 

Nowadays, it requires the consummate skill 
of a Paddy Barrie, notorious painter of horses, to 
put anything over on the racing authorities, 
thanks to the almost foolproof Bertillon system 
employed by race tracks everywhere for identify- 
ing thoroughbreds. 

The recent ringing cases at Bel Air, Md., and 
Rockingham Park in N. H. show that eternal vigi- 
lance is the price of honest racing. But the prompt- 
ness with which these sharpsters were exposed 
shows that the ancient art of substituting good 
horses for bad ones ain’t what it used to be with 
the Thoroughbred Racing Protective Bureau and 
George Mahoney of the Maryland Racing Commis- 
sion on the job.

trainers, Owners and jockeys, Offenders some- 
times were barred for a year, only to be back, 
move active than ever, the next year. 

The American Weekly Exposures of the Great 
Racing Gamble already have brought about a 
realization on the part of race track owners that 
their golden dream will die fast if they permit the 
suckers to be exploited in an enterprise operated 
.n partnership with the governments of the states 
which participate in the profits. The conscience 
of the state is a public conscience irrespective of 
the racing operators. 

In the early 1900s, however, things were dif- 
ferent. The method of identifying thoroughbreds 
was haphazard and there were no such things as 
past performance charts to keep punters posted 
up to the minute on the horses of their choice. 
That's why it was such a comparatively easy mat- 
ter for a clever clique of Beauts from Butte to 
commit racing sins in the name of Hiram Johnson. 

It’s considered an honor to have a race horse 
named after one, but sometimes the honor be- 
comes doubtful. So it was in the case of Hiram 
Johnson, rising young lawyer, politician and bon- 
vivant in San Francisco at the turn of the century.’ 


Some Good Horses Are 
Running in Place of Bad 
Ones—But in the Future 
the Stewards Aren't 
Going to Be Fooled as 
They Used to Be 


In his many political campaigns in later years, 
Hiram Johnson the Man proved he could outrun 
Hiram Johnson the Horse on slow, fast or sloppy 
tracks. There were other reasons why Johnson, 
who later became Governor of California anc 
U. S. Senator, wished they had named the ches‘i- 
nut gelding after one of his political opponents. 

The Tanforan track in San Francisco was the 
scene of Hiram Johnson’s early failures as a 
race horse, which made him ideal for the purposes 
to which he was later put. Victory had still man- 
aged to elude the hapless gelding when it reached 
the age of three. That, of course, made the geld- 
ing a three-year-old “maiden,” or horse that hasn't 
won a race. 

Racing at Tanforan at the same time was a 
bay gelding named McNamara, which, although 
only a plater, was well enough bred and always 
ran a consistent race. The Fiddler, another bay 
gelding perhaps a shade above McNamara in 
class, though still a “maiden,” also was stabled 
at Tanforan in the year 1900. 

Having failed to win at Tanforan and Oakland 
against the most ordinary type of competition, 
Hiram Johnson went lame and dropped out of 
sight for two years. During this period he 
changed ownership but racing records furnish no 
clue as to who bought him. 


EANTIME, McNamara was winning races 
occasionally for W. P. McGrane, a successful] 
owner and trainer who was highly respected in 
the business. The Fiddler, on the other hand, 
couldn't finish in the money even in cheap races. 
When the summer season of 1902 opened, 
Owner McGrane shipped to Butte for the 60-day 
meeting, convinced that his stable wasn't good 
enough for the Chicago and St. Louis tracks. 
McNamara, entered in claiming races there, 
began to win regularly and was claimed by L. O. 
Walz, a Butte horseman. Not daring to run hi: 
prize in selling races (as they were called then), 
Walz started him in handicap events 2nd soc. 
McNamara was the star of the meeting. From 
the Butte campaign McNamara emerged a good, 
seasoned race horse whose name was on the tip 
of every western horseman’s tongue. t the 
Butte meeting, but hardly noticed by anyoin, was 
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Befere Track Officials Could Act, the Winner Was Aboord a Fast Freight.

a bush horseman named B.. A. Chilson, who 
dressed like a burlesque show version of a south- 
ern statesman, with black clothes, slouch hat, 
string tie and a Buffalo Bill goatee. 

After the Butte meeting, McNamara did a 
fadeout and so did Chilson. Although nobody 
inquired as to the reason for The Goatee’s 
absence, racing fams who had cleaned up on Mc- 
Namara at Butte eagerly searched the entries for 
some clue as to the bay gelding’s whereabouts. 

As it has every year since the holiday was 
instituted, Thanksgiving Day arrived on time that 
November in New Orleans, ushering in the Fair 
Grounds meeting. Among those for whom every- 
thing was cold .turkey ‘way down yonder was 
“Kansas” Price, known from Coast to Coast as a 
clocker who couid split a second finer than Terry 
McGovern could an infinitive. 

At the Fair Grounds meeting, Price was com- 
missioned to clock for Eddie Austin, a bookmaker 
whose word carried the financial weight of the 
Bank of England in racing circles. 

“Kansas” Price’s expert eye was immediately 
attracted to a chestnut horse which he couldn’‘t 
identify. None of the other members of the stop- 
watch fraternity could give him any information 
about the chestnut stepper, so “Kansas” set out 
to get the information himself, 


NE morning he trailed the horse back to its 
stable after the workout and, nosing around 
under the pretext that he was looking for a certain 
trainer, saw that the animal that had caught his 
fancy was in the hands of a seedy looking lot. 
Convinced that he had stumbled upon a bunch 
of Texas horsemen who knew they had a good 
thing and were waiting to put over a killing, 
Price determined to keep his eye on,the chestnut. 
Reporting to Austin, he mentioned his suspicions 
but they drew only a tolerant smile from the book- 
maker. He had heard tall tales of the same na- 
ture from “Kansas” before. Besides, wasn’t Sam 
Hildreth’s colt, Major Tenny, on hand, tearing off 
fast workouts every morning? 

"Twas the day before Christmas when Major 
Tenny’s name appeared in the entries for the first 
time, listed for a seven furlong event for maiden 
three-year-olds and up. Among the other horses 
entered were three who hadn’t started at the meet- 
ing before. “Kansas” recognized two as no ac- 
counts. The third, Hiram Johnson, he had never 
heard of and passed it up without a thought. 

Price had an itchy century note in his pocket 
that he wanted to put to work and he saw the 
Hildreth colt as a prime investment, even though 
the odds figured to be short..

In the avalanche 
of Major Tenny money that engulfed the bookies, 
Price couldn’t even get the right time from any 
of them, even after the price had been cut.

there, looking him right in his big honest face 
from Stall No. 5, was the chestnut mystery horse. 
A quick glance at his program told him that his 
prize was Hiram Johnson, A. P. Matheison was 
listed as the owner and trainer and to this day 
no one has ever located a horseman of that name. 

Not even stopping for a deep breath, Price 
bolted for the betting ring and elbowing his way 
to Eddie Austin, whispered hdarsely: “That No. 5 
horse, Hiram Johnson, is the one I’ve been telling 
you about. He’s a sure thing.” 

“Come, come, calm yourself, ‘Kansas,’ and 
don’t be acting like a cyclone,” replied Austin. “I 
happen to know that Sam Hildreth himself has 
$5,000 riding on Major Tenny. He can’t lose.” 

Eddie was obdurate, so, shrugging his shoul- 
ders, Price went shopping among the 30 bookies 
competing for his “sucker money” and got 20 to 
1 from five of them with whom he bet $20 each. 
Then something began to happen which gave Price 
confidence in his hunch. The bugle sounded, call- 
ing the field to the post, and the price on Hiram 
Johnson started to drop. Huge sums showed up 
for the unknown horse, wired in from poolrooms 
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at distant points. The price dropped 
all the way to 4 to 1. 
Hiram Johnson broke well and Major 
Tenny was bumped at the start. After 
300 yards, Hiram Johnson took the lead, 
Showing sharp speed. When Major 
Tenny finally got squared off, he found 
the going rough. Sam Hildreth, watching the race 
with friends from center field, roared: “Who is 
that chestnut horse in the lead?” 

Trainer Hildreth was still asking that question 
when Major Tenny, put to the whip ain the 
stretch, couldn’t overtake Hiram Johnson. 

The groom led the steaming chestnut off 
toward the stables but instead of continuing to 
the barns, led him out through a side gate toa 
railway siding where a train was waiting. 

Before suspicion had time to 
crystallize, “Hiram Johnson” and 
his human entourage were on 
their way out of New Orleans by 
fast freight. 

By this time poolrooms from 
all over the country were wiring 
in the same tale of wo 
had been taken for everything 
they had by seedy looking stran- 
gers. 

A group of wealthy Butte min- 
ing men were revealed later as 
the beneficiaries of the coup. 
Walz, having cleared himself of 
any connection with the ringing 
case, wasn’t ruled off. Chilson 
was among those ruled off but 
since he wasn’t well known, the 
punishment rolled off his hide. 

The Hiram Johnson coup was 
a forgotten incident by the fol- 
lowing October when a horse 
named The Fiddler was entered 
for the last race on a Saturday 
afternoon at Morris Park _ in 
Westchester County, N. Y. 

The Fiddler had been racing 
with scant success all summer 
at Delmar Park, St. Louis, under 
the colors of J. H. Walker. Now, 
he was listed under the name of 
T. T. Cromwell, an obscure horse- 
man. 

New York tracks were much 
more particular than other American race courses 
of that era, so Mr. Cromwell had to prove to the 
paddock judge that the horse he entered was 
The Fiddler. In this emergency, Cromwell went 
to Green Morris, who had trained a Kentucky 
Derby winner 20 years earlier and prided himself 
on the number of horses he could identify. By 
catering to Morris’s vanity on this point with 
fulsome flattery, Cromwell had no trouble in. 
inducing the trainer to identify The Fiddler. 

With 100 books operating, The Fiddler opened 
at 20 to 1 and, as there —_ no immediate action, 
quickly soared to 100 to 1. Two strangers, loaded 
with $10 bills, circulated jin the betting ring, mak- 
ing comparatively small bets at each book. Huge 
commissions flooded the betting parlors all over 
the country on The Fiddler, prices ranging from 
20 to 30 to L. 

The Fiddler broke like a G string and led all 
the way and won by a head. Immediately after 
the race the horse vanished like a thief in the 
night and 48 hours later the stewards, waking up 
like hibernating groundhogs in the first thaw, 
discovered that The Fiddler was Hiram Johnson 
alias McNamara. 

This was McNamara’s farewell appearance on 
the turf. The ingenious Mr. Chilson with the 
undertaker’s weeds and the William Cody chin 
shrubbery must have just plumb run out of bad 
horses that looked almost like McNamara.

EN who may have become 
M over-smug in the assumption 

that this is a man’s world 
after all, will find a warning in a 
recent survey conducted by the ‘Life 
Insurance Companies of America 
pointing out that women have almost 
all the say about what is bought for 
the American home and family. 

They spend 85 per cent of the 
family budget, the summary of the 
nation’s buying habits shows, and the 
husband who insists on selecting his 
own shirts and socks or succeeds in 
getting a word in edgewise about the 
purchase of a new automobile may 
one day become an extinct animal. 

Women also are on the way to 
holding the lion’s share of invested 
wealth—in stocks, bonds and real 
estate. They are encroaching on that 
supposed male prerogative of wear- 
ing the bosses’ shoes, and the fair 
sex now holds a slight edge on men 
at the polls. 

Man’s chivalry, buying stock and 
real estate in his wife’s name, plus 
the fact that women usually live 
longer than their husbands, accounts 
in large measure for the present high 
financial status of women. 

It is the nation’s wives, mothers 
and daughters who hold the majority 
of individual stock accounts in such 
concerns as the General Motors Cor- 
poration and the American Telephone 
Company. They control 52 per cent 
of the preferred stock in the United 
States Steel Corporation and own 
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important interests in all leading in- 
dustrial and utility concerns. 

Even the land where the New 
York Stock Exchange stands is in 
possession of a woman, for her life 
time. Mrs. Matthew Astor Wilks, 
daughter of the financial wizard 
Hetty Green and believed to be the 
richest woman in the world, inherited 
this life interest from her husband. 

Mrs. Wilks’ entire $101,000,000 
fortune, accumulated through gen- 
erations of inheritance, wise invest- 
ment and frugality, will be passed on 
to three other women, if the 75-year- 
old Sylvia Wilks sees fit to leave 
her wealth to her next of kin, 
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This would fit into the normal 


pattern, since statistics show that 
64 per cent of women leave their 
women. Seventy 
per cent of men’s estates also are left 
to women and they benefit in 80 per 
cent of all life insurance policies. 

That’s how it happened that for 
several years the New York Yankees 
and the Yankee Stadium were owned 
by three women. Col. Jacob Rup- 
pert, of brewery and sports fame, 
was a bachelor with several male 
relatives but he left his estate, in- 
cluding the Yankees, to two nieces 
and a young woman friend. 

Similarly, Mrs. Harriet Gardiner 
Lynch Coogan, now a recluse, fell 
heir to the New York Polo Grounds. 

It was a nearly bankrupt business 
that Mrs. Charles B. Knox, of Johns- 
town, N. Y., inherited years ago. 

As president of the Knox Gelatine 
Company she became one of the first 
successful women industrialists, and 
perhaps she did it by adhering to her 
favorite motto, “He who stumbles 
twice on the same stone deserves to 
break his neck.” 

Mrs. Knox stopped using the race 
horses and balloons her husband had 
used to advertise the product and 
went after the housewives’ trade with 
recipe booklets and $500,000 worth of

“Five years ago, 
in 1905, against my as- 
sistants’ advice, I mace 
a trusty of Thomas M. 
Whited, a young counter- 
feiter from Fort Worth, 
Tex., serving a long term. 

“He broke faith with 
me. In may, 1906, while 
painting my porch he 
slithered away through the tall grass and hopped 
a freight train. .I thought we could trail him, but 
he has thwarted us at every turn. Now we're turn- 
ing to you, 

“Whited is a desperate man with a gun; he will 
not submit meekly. While he’s at large there’s a 
black mark against me. I want it removed, You'll 
be starting from scratch—there are no clues.” 

Undismayed, Dannenberg requested and was 
given a warden’s body warrant, authorizing him to 
return Tom Whited to Atlanta, dead or alive. In 
his handbag, as he launched a strange journey 
without a known destination, was the Derringer 
pistol won years earlier from Frank James, Jesse’s 
brother, in an Oklahoma poker game. 

In studying records of Whited’s conviction Dan- 
nenberg observed that the counterfeiter’s wife, 
Catherine, had also been his accomplice. Sent to 
the women’s prison at Chillicothe, O., for a brief 
term when Whited was lodged in Atlanta, Cathe- 
rine Whited had lately been granted parole.

He'll Build Tomorrow.

HE tall gentleman in the Prince 
Albert coat, the stiff collar and 
the gay tie sat erect and atten- 

tive in his office. There was strength 
in his large hands. His eyes were 
sharp and penetrating. 

“We must look to the future. 
America is a great country whose 
destiny is progress. The personal 
initiative that made her great is our 
national heritage.” 

The speaker was Henry C. Lytton, 
Chicago pioneer merchant. This was 
his 100th birthday. He had lived 
through four wars and fivermajor 
depressions, come out of retirement 
at 86 to save a declining business, 
and now, at 100, he launched a great 
business expansion. 

Agliow with anticipation, he told 
how, when the building materials 
were available, he would erect his 
new store in the heart of Chicago— 
a companion store to the 18story 
building in which he still performs 
his daily stint. He talked also of his 
projected Milwaukee store, of general 
expansion. 

“I’m not old,” Lytton said. He 
got up and walked unaided to the 
18th floor window overlooking State 
Street, the busy thoroughfare which 
he and contemporaries like Marshall 
Field, Potter Palmer, Levi Leiter and 
others turned from a dirt path into 
one of the world’s biggest trade 
marts. “I’m not old because I don’t 
think old. I believe in America. 
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During each of our national depres- 
sions I heard voices raised in an- 
guish. The country would never re- 
cover. The American Way of Life 
was gone forever.” He shook his 
héad in determined negation. “I 
knew they were wrong then and I 
know it now. The nation’s’ going 
ahead...I’m going ahead with it!” 
It is not a rare occasion when 
Lytton reports to work. It is, in 
fact, a daily occurrence. Promptly 
at one o’clock he shows up, immacu- 
lately dressed, his step spry. He 
looks over the previous day’s sales 
reports, confers with Willard W. Cole, 
38-year-old general manager whom 
he regards as a son, circulates among 


employes and customers, giving ad- , 


vice, listening sympathetically to per- 
sonal troubles, dispensing encourage- 
ment. On good days he is flown to 


work in the seven-place streamlined. 


plane he bought last year for the 
stores’ use, from his summer home 
in St. Joseph, Mich. 

When he meets a new employe he 
is likely to recount his own begin- 
nings: 

“Sir, when I was 14 I worked as a 
lawyer’s runner in New York City 
for 50 cents a week. I could buy a 
nickel beer and with it get a free 
lunch...roast beef, bread, cheese and 
a lot of other food. And, believe it 
or not, I saved money on that 50 


cents! 
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Do you save, young man? 
Youth should be economical. By that 
I do not mean penurious. But place 
a full value on the dollar earned 
through honest effort. 

“However, my lad, be always will- 
ing to take a chance. That’s the life- 
blood of America...personal_ initia- 
tive bolstered by unswerving cour- 
age.” 

Lytton knows what it is to take a 
chance. In 1865 he sold boots in St. 
Louis to soldiers returning from the 
war. He made enough to open a 
store in Ionia, Mich. It was there 
that he began the advertising stunts 
that later made him famous. 

His store thrived and he opened a 
larger one in Grand Rapids. 

Came the financial panic of 1873 
and Lytton was practically wiped out. 
He paid off 33% cents on the dollar 
and 20 years later paid off in full! 
Meantime, he got a job as manager 
and chief salesman of a New York 
clothing house. 

Then he took over management 
of a debt-ridden Indianapolis store, 
and by smart promotion—including 
a store window wedding—lifted it 
well into the black in three years. 

With a capital of only $12,000, 
Lytton was ready again. He invaded 
Chicago in 1887 and took huge ads in 
the papers announcing the coming 
opening of The Hub, a new State 
Street store. He spent one-third of 
his money on advertising, which he 
yet considers “as important to busi-

ness as steam is to the locomotive.” 
Success was instantaneous. 

“I knew that publicity, coupled 
with honest advertising, paid,” says 
Lytton. “I sent up balloons with 
tickets attached entitling the finder 
to from one to ten dollars in trade. 
I threw overcoats from the store 
roof into the street. I wanted people 
to say: ‘This fellow Lytton must 
either be crazy or run a wonderful 
store. Let’s go and see.’” 

In 1928, his fortune established 
and his son George, an amateur 
heavyweight boxer whom Tony Bid- 
dle would never meet, taking charge, 
Lytton retired. Then came the de- 
pression of 1930 and in the midst of 
it George died. 

Lytton, at 86,-went back into har- 
ness. Depressions were old stuff to 
him. He weathered the storm. 

Today Lytton’s’ stores—he 
subsidiary units in» Evanston, Oak 
Park and Gary, Indiana—took to a 
$19,000,000 business in 1946, and they 
are growing. Last year, as proof 
that he intends to stick around a 
while, Lytton changed the name of 
The Hub to Henry C. Lytton and Co. 

“I’m glad I was forced out of re- 
tirement,” says the sole survivor of 
State Street’s famed merchants. 
“Otherwise I might have grown old 
in spirit. Youth never had the chance 
it has today.

WO new man-made _ chemicals, 
Paludrine and SN _ 7618, are 
science’s newest weapons in the 

fight against the spread of malaria. 

The new drugs are three to ten 
times as effective in treating the 
disease as the centuries-old quinine or 
its infant co-worker, atabrine. One of 
them, Paludrine, may be the long 
sought for miracle drug—a specific 
that will not only kill the malarial 
parasites in all stages of their de- 
velopment but also prevent the 
disease from ever getting started. 

With thousands of veterans return- 
ing each day from the malaria-ridden 
regions of the earth, many Americans 
who once regarded malaria as some- 
thing that occurred only in the re- 
moter parts of the globe are now 
coming into first-hand contact with 
the disease. 

Malaria is not necessarily a disease 
of the tropics. Even before the war, 
there were almost.two million chrenic 
cases in the United States. 

The problem facing the scientists 
is shown in the case of Johnny Stev- 
enson, a typical young G. I. from New 
York. He spent the last three years in 
Wake, Okinawa and other “garden” 
spots in the Pacific. 

From the very first day three 
years ago when he began to find out 
what tropical. “paradises” were like, 
he faithfully took his daily atabrine 
or quinine pill. 

Upon his return home, wher asked 

how he felt, he remarked, “Never bet- 
ter, wasn’t sick a day, didn’t® even 
have a touch of malaria.” 
Three days later after a welcome 
home party, Johnny became sick and 
lay in bed with a raging fever and 
intermittent chills. 

Malaria was the diagnosis. Quinine 
and atabrine were given. The fever 
subsided. But some of the parasites, 
the cause of the fever, may have 
been just partially subdued, lying in 
a dormant stage, ready to fare forth 
whenever resistance weakened. 

“How come,” thought Johnny 
“Didn't I take my daily pill—no mos- 
quito could harm me?” 

That was and is the unanswered 
question. It gives a clue to the in- 
sidious nature of the disease. Johnny 
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had had malaria all the time. The 
drugs simply hid the symptoms. They 
failed to kill-all forms of the parasite. 
As soon‘ as Johnny stopped taking his 
“pill,” they became active and gave 
him his first real taste of malaria. 

Johnny and thousands like him 
are harboring the “seeds” of malaria 
in their bloodstreams. According to 
some authorities if the right type of 
mosquito happens to develop or is 
imported by plane or ship to this 
country, a nation-wide spread of the 
disease may result. 

The hope of the scientists is that 
Paludrine, the new drug, will be able 
to kill the parasite. 

Malaria is caused by a tiny one- 
celled organism called Plasmodium. 
It is carried from man to man by the 
female anopheles mosquito. The males 
have no desire for human blood. They 
prefer plant juices. 

When an infected mosquito bites 
a man, it injects into the human blood- 
stream a form of the parasite called 
the sporozoite. The sporozoite de- 
velops into simpler structures called 
spores. It does this by breaking in 
two and forming “daughter” cells. 
The process contin- 
ues on and on until 
millions of spores 
are formed. They 
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invade the red blood cor- 
puscles and rupture and 
split them, causing the 
characteristic chills and 
high fever. 

Quinine and atabrine 
are effective in killing the 
spores, thus bringing down the fever 
or “masking” the disease. Neither 
one of them has any effect on the 
sporozoite. 

The scientists have their fingers 
crossed, but experimental evidence 
appears to indicate that Paludrine is 
not only able to kill the spores but 
also destroy the initial form intro- 
duced by the mosquito—thus prevent- 
ing the disease. 

England, too, is.fearful of the 
same malarial problem. It was from 
stepped-up research there that Palu- 
drine was developed. According to 
Lord Lever- 
hulme, who 
announced its

manufactured easily, cheaply and in 
unlimited quantities—a distinct ad- 
vantage over the sometimes “hard-to- 
get” quinine and the more costly and 
complex atabrine. 

While cost is relatively unim- 
portant in countries like U. S. and 
England, it can be a deciding factor 
if the tens of millions of sufferers of 
the malaria in Indian and China are 
to be treated. 

SN 7618 is a VU. S. product, de 
veloped through the Board for the 
Coordination of Malarial Studies at 
Washington, D. C. It is still so new 
that the scientists haven’t thought up 
a name for it. But the number itself 
tells a story. 

Out of over 14,000 synthetic chem- 
icals tested during the last four years 
only one approached the standards 
set by the scientists. It was number 
7-6-1-8 that did the job. 

Like Paludrine, the new U. 
can be used to treat malaria with 
little or none of the illLeffects ac- 
companying the use of atabrine or 
quinine. Daily usage of atabrine 
Stains the skin yellow and quinine 
causes a buzzing in the ears and often 
nauseates.

ANIEL J. McNICHOL, one-time Notre Dame 
[) grid star, left his home in Philadelphia at 
the usual hour on the morning of March 30, 
Then he 
headed for his leather goods business at 12th and 


1914, and drew $1,200 from the bank. 


Hamilton. En route he vanished. 


That evening his young wife, Marie, notified 
the authorities. 

A search uncovered no trace of the missing 
manufacturer. As part of the inquiry, detectives 
examined McNichol’s books and found the con- 
cern to be in a flourishing condition. This indi- 
cated that he had not disappeared because of 
financial troubles, nor committed suicide. His 
health and spirits had been good. 

The police asked if he could have run away 
because of some other sort of trouble. The wife 
professed to be mystified. 

About the middle of May, a former partner, 
Edward Keller, called on Mrs. McNichol and con- 
fided that he had news of Dan. “But before I tell 
you,” he added, “I want you to swear that you 
won't breathe a word of it to anybody. Otherwise 
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we'll both get into very serious trouble.” 

“I swear,” she replied. 

Then he told her that he had received a letter 
from Dan, post-marked Boston. Dan had ex- 
plained that he had left Philadelphia because he 
had heard that the police were seeking him for 
an offense committed years before. 

“He needs money, he says, to see him through 
untii this thing blows over,” Keller told her. “I 
burned the letter for safety’s sake, but I know 
the address.” 

“Why didn’t he write me directly?” 

“Obviously he is afraid that his mail is being 
watched.” 

Mrs. McNichol gave him $300. 

Months passed, and things did not seem to 
blow over. McNichol could not return. He could 
not communicate with his wife. He kept needing 
more money, according to Keller. 

Finally Mrs. McNichol accused Keller of de- 
ceiving her. She had become convinced, she said, 
that he knew nothing of Dan’s whereabouts, and 
was pocketing the money himself.

He went away, and did not come back. 

Meanwhile, a laundry Keller had operated on 
Kensington Ave. went out of business, and another 
concern took over the building. This concern be.- 
gan to install certain improvements. 

On Dec. 15, 1915, two workmen excavated part 
of the cellar to lay a foundation for a new fur- 
nace. ‘Three feet down, their shovels struck a 
packing box which contained a trunk, which in 
turn contained the body of a man. He had been 
clubbed, then shot in the head. 

“No, it couldn’t be Dan,” Keller stated when 
police officers queried him. “Matter of fact, I 
was in communication with Dan quite recently.” 


IS vanished friend, he confided, had wished to 
get free of his wife because of another woman 
But the identification of the victim as Me. 
Nichol proved conclusive—his dental work, for 
one thing, had not been destroyed; and his wife's 
story immediately cast suspicion on Keller. On 
top of that, Detective William J. Belshaw mad: 
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certain discoveries. 

1. A neighbor of the suspect re- 
called tearing her skirt on a packihig 
box outside his house on Wensley 
St_ verv late one night—a box about 

2 feet high and 3% 
feet long. She no- 
ticed a horse and 
wagon in the street, 
ind the house door 
was wide open. Bel- 
shaw deduced that 
MeNichol had been 
slain at the leather 
factory, and his 
body concealed in 
the house on Wens- 
ley St. until it could 
be conveyed to the 
spot where it was 
buried. 

2. The murder 
trunk, Belshaw 
learned, had beer 

made for Keller by a man named Adoiphe Fen- 
cdelman, who had a shop near Ninth and Vine Sts. 
Fendelman, who had worked for Keller years 
before, said he sold him the 
trunk in the spring of 1914. 
| Keller asserted that a box of 
the dimensions supposedly seen 
in front of his house could not 
have gotten through the door. 
Belshaw therefore had the box 
assembled again, and it passed 
through the door comfortably. 


FORMER partner of Keller 
in the laundry, Edward J. 
Connery, recalled that he must 
have encountered Keller almost 
in the very act of concealing the 
trunk. “I started to go down 
the cellar steps to see him about 
something,” he related, “and he 
at once rushed over with an in- 
sane glare in his eyes. ‘Get out 
of here! Get back!’ he shouted. 
‘I'll come up!’ He had a shovel in his hands, and 
threatened me with it. 

“T went back and asked him later what was 
wrong. He apologized for his show of temper, and 
said something about being ‘out of sorts’ that 
morning.” 

Investigation of the suspect’s background 
<howed that his real name was Keilblock, and that 
he had a criminal record. He had served a total 
of 14 years in New York for misdemeanor, burg- 
lary and grand larceny. His last offense in New 
York had been the theft of several thousands of 
dollars from a firemen’s trust fund, of which he 
had been treasurer. 

In his trial for murder, Keller admitted that 
his storfes about seeing McNichol had all been 
lies. “I don’t know what put the thought into my 
head,” he said, turning the benign side of his face 
to the jury. “I just thought I could raise a little 
money by telling Dan’s family that I had seen 
him, that he was shabby and needed respectable 
clothes.” 

His counsel could do little to upset the power- 
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ful case built up by the state. The defense con- 
centrated on the minor point that the murder 
weapon had never been traced to Keller and never 
found. 

The persuasive side of Keller’s nature obvious- 
ly influenced the verdict, for the jury, after two 
hours’ deliberation, ruled that he was guilty oi 
“voluntary manslaughter.” So instead of getting, 
at the least, a sentence of life imprisonmen: for 
a most cold-blooded killing, he got 10 to 12 years. 

In Eastern Penitentiary, he became a mode! 
prisoner, and also made money manufacturing 
leather novelties. He fashioned fine briefcases 
and sent them, with his compliments, to such 
notables as President Harding and Governors 
Sproul and Pinchot of Pennsylvania. 


He also made friends, including an attractive 
welfare worker named Jennie V. Flanagan. Miiss 
Flanagan became interested in him. She listened 
sympathetically when he told her such things as 
“TI have done wrong in my life, but I tell you 
never struck a: fellow creature!” She pleaded his 
case to Dr. Herbert Goddard, a member of the 
prison board of trustees. Dr. Goddara, too, be- 
came a friend. 

On Oct. 24, 1924, Edward Keller went free on 
parole. 

Jennie Flanagan met him at the prison gates. 

and they were married in the same cour’ 
room in which Keller had been sentence. 
Mrs. Keller was to regret this. 
From the very beginning, the paroled con- 
vict acted strangely, as though there we 
something wrong with his mind.

Select Your Sheets With Care 


By DORIS DENISON 

a YOU are thinking of 
replenishing your linen 
supply during the white 
sales, remember that the 
length of life of your bed 
linens depends on the qual- 
ity of the fabric and the 
care you give them. Al- 
though the tight situation 
is gradually easing up, 
sheets and pillowcases are 
still searce and should 
therefore be selected for 
maximum wearability. As 
an aid to customers in judg- 
"ing the properties of sheets 
and pillowcases in the 
stores, some manufacturers 
are putting informative 
labels on their goods which 
give all the salient facts the 
shopper needs to know. 


Suitable Type 
ETTING the most for 
your money in sheets 

means selecting the type 
most suited to your needs 
and then getting the best 
quality in that type. For 
hard wear, choose muslin 
sheets. ‘They are durable 
enough to take a real beat

ing, and they are less ex- 


pensive than percale. If, 
however, appearance counts 
most, the soft smoothness 
of percale makes it ideal. 


Qualities to Look For 
GOOD sheet is firm in 
weave, is practically 

free from sizing, is torn 
rather than cut from the 
bolt, and is hemmed with 
strong thread and_ short, 
even stitches. 

Muslin sheets should 
have a thread count of not 
less than 130 to 140 while 
the thread count for percale 
runs from 180 to 200. 

The threads should be 
about equally divided be- 
tween warp and (filling 
(horizontal and vertical 
threads). If this is so, the 
material is properly bal- 
anced. Much depends on the 
skill with which the sheets 
are woven. You can get 
some idea of the evenness 
and balance of a fabric by 
holding it up to a strong 
light to see how the warp 
and filling look, but it is 
better to insist on knowing 
the thread count. A bal- 
anced sheet combines in 
proper proportion the es- 


sential qualities for sheet 
satisfaction. 

Frequently, poor quality 
sheets are loaded to make 
them seem better to the 
touch than they really are. 
Obviously you do not want 
a sheet which is all filler, 
that is, starch or china clay. 
When you buy this type of 
sheet, it looks lovely—until 
the first washing—then it 
becomes a limp dishrag. ‘To 
find out whether filler is 
present, rub the sheet to. 
gether in your hands. If 
a fine powder comes off, 
sizing is present and this 
sheet will turn sleezy when 
laundered, 

Size 
IZE is extremely import- 
ant because you want a 
sheet large enough to fit 
the bed with plenty of tuck- 
in allowance. Most sheets 


by the “torn 
size” or size before hem- 
ming. Deduct about ten 
inches for hems and shrink- 
age when deciding’ the 
length you need. But don’t 
buy a sheet less than 99 
inches long or your feet 
will surely hang out. 
Choose 63-inch widths for 
single beds, 72 and 81-inch 
for twin and three-quarter 
beds, and 90 inches for a 
full double bed. 

With these facts in mind, 
you will be sure to select 
the right kind of sheets and 
pillowcases, balanced for 
long service and beauty. 


Zippers 

LOSE a zipper before 

ironing. Place a_ thick 
towel] under the zipper and 
use a pressing cloth over it. 
This will prevent an ugly, 
shiny ridge, and give the 
garment a neater, trimmer 
look.
